Now a Fever, according to the ſame 
Author, ts nothing elſe but the Effort of Nature, 
to free herſelf of ſome morbifick Matter, which ſhe 
finds injurions, in order to eftabliſh a better Health. 

Ak r. 3. The moſt general and natural Divi- 
ſion of Fevers is into Eſſential and Symptomatick. 

ART, 4. An eſſential Fever is ſuch, whoſe 
primary Cauſe lies in the Blood itſelf, deriving 
its original from no other Diſtemper of the ſolid 
Parts, or any way depending on them ; and 
this 1s, abſolutely Leading a Fever properly 
ſo called. 

ART. 5. A ſymptomatick Fever 1s a ſecon- 
dary Fever, which does not properly ſubſiſt of it- 
ſelf, but owes its original to the Diſorder of ſome 
particular Part, and moſt commonly depends on 
ſome remarkable Inflammation, from whence 
the Variety of inflammatory Fevers ſo called. 

AR r. 6. An eſſential Fever is divided into 
a Diary, an Intermittent, a Continent or Re- 
mitting, and a Continual Fever. 

AR r. 7. A diary Fever, called Ephemera, by 
the Greeks, is of all others the moſt mild, being 
but of one Day's Continuance: It is occaſioned 
by the ſcorching Heat of the Sun, too much 
Exerciſe, or ſome other external Accident, and 
terminates of its own accord in the ſpace of 
twenty-four Hours. It requires no other Cure 
beſides a little reſt and lying a-bed. 

ART. 8. Next to this are the Tribes of in- 
termitting Fevers, viz. Quotidians, Simple Terti- 
ans, and Simple Quartans, Double Tertians, and 
Double Quartans, &c. Theſe, with reſpect to 
a ſingle Fit, terminate like a Diary, in the ſpace 
of twenty-four Hours or leſs; but then the Fit 
returns again, according as the Sort of it is ei- 
er every Day, every third, or every fourth

It is 
found nevertheleſs by experience, that ſome

ART. 14. The general Indication for treating 
Fevers, is to preſerve the Blood in ſuch a ſtate, 
as to its Motion, as Nature, under thoſe Cir- 
cumſtances, ſeems to aim at, viz. to prevent a 
too great impetuoſity of the Circulation, from 
whence dangerous Symptoms might ariſe; or, 


if need be, to excite a. briſker Motion, if it 


moves too ſluggiſhly, that Nature might not 
be fruſtrated in her Deſign of introducing the 
Fever. From hence the Rule for letting of 
Blood may judiciouſly be gathered, as to Quan- 
tity, Repetition, or wholly omitting it. 

ART. 15. In the Beginning of Fevers, if the

Medicine. Afterwards, if Bleeding be not indi- 
cated, and there be no Diarrbæa, a Clyſter may 
be adminiſtred every other day, until the tenth 
or twelfth, at which time Nature inclining to- 
wards a Criſis, in my opinion ſome warming 
Medicines may be given to haſten the Concoc- 
tion.

the promiſcuous uſe of them Fevers are often 


cured, Spirit of Sal Armoniac, or its volatile 
Salt is eſteemed an univerſal Febrifuge, which 
being given pretty often, ſeldom fails of Suc- 
ceſs. All ſugared things are very 
Fevers. Hippocrates allows of Wine in all Fe- 
vers. I have always obſerved, that as long as 
the Urine 1s crude, ſo long the Condition of 
the Patient is in an ambiguous State : But when 
the ſigns of Digeſtion appear, they preſage a 
happy Event. The Buſineſs of Digeſtion or 


Concoction is ſolely the Work of Nature. Amongſt

ART. 28, I often uſe to judge of the Iſſue of 
the Diſtemper by the Smell, which the ſick Per- 
ſons perſpire, whether the Diſtemper is likely to 
be ſlight or difficult, ſhort or long, or of any 
other kind. We perceive, as I have often taken 
notice, in ſome Perſons, when we come to feel 
their Pulſe, ſome days before their death, a 
cadaverons Scent exhaling from them, like that 
from dead Bodies in a Vault, which 1s a Note 
worth while for Phyſicians to remark. 


A MISCELLANY of Quotations.

Pains, a very ſlender diet is to be enjoined ; 
when the Caſe becomes otherwiſe it may be

ART. 30. Thoſe are groſly miſtaken, who in 
acute and inflammatory Diſtempers make uſe of 
abundance of Medicines, ſo long till Nature not 
knowing which way to turn herſelf, but being 
varioully diſtracted to and fro, both by the 
violence of the Diſtemper and the burden of 
the Medicines, is at laſt forced to yield. For 
the orderly motion of Nature being diſturbed 
and diſtracted with the repetition of ſo many 
Medicines immethodically given, the Fever is 
not leſſened, and the Criſis is poſtponed, and 
the Patient expoſed to a dubious Event, either 
dies or falls into a chronical Diſtemper. 

ART. 31. It is certain from experience, (ſays 
Dr. Willis) that frequent Bleeding renders thoſe, 
who uſe it, more liable to fall into Fevers than 
others: Wherefore it is commonly ſaid, that

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thoſe, who uſe Bleeding, unleſs they repeat it 
every Year, are ſubject to Fevers, and are very 
apt to grow fat.

_ Arr. 51. A ſimple Remitting Fever, as ſuch, 
and as long as it is juch, is very ſeldom, if ever, 
mortal. Before it becomes fatal, it changes its 
Type and Kind, and degenerates into a continual 
malignant Fever. But the ſpurious Kind, tho* 
it is not in its own nature mortal, yet on the 
account of the violent Symptoms accompanying 
it, it pretty frequently proves ſo. The more 
regular the Fits are in point of time, and the 
longer the Remiſſions are, the leſs dangerous 
they are, & vice verſa. The Evacuations which 
Nature makes in theſe Fevers, ſeldom procure 
any benefit, they being for the moſt part Symp- 
zomatical. The critical and ſalutary Evacuation is 
either by Sweats or Spitting ; the firſt is the 
quickeſt, though the other equally certain, yer 
flow and troubleſome. During the increaſe of 
the Diſtemper, it is a bad ſign if the Urine gra- 
dually changes thin and pale, and the Pulſe 
becomes quicker, weak and ſtaggering, &c.

The laſt Stadium of Continual Fe- 
vers is called the Declination, by which is to 
be underſtood the Condition of the Patient after 
the State or Height of the Diſtemper, whether 
it tends to Recovery or Death; or the Altera- 
tion of the Blood, which it undergoes after a 
good or bad Crifis, affording as yet but a du- 
bious Prognoſtick : For ſometimes, when the 
Crifis is yet imperfect, the Sick continue but in 
a very languiſhing Condition, and by this 
means it is a long while before they recover, if 
at all. 

Arr. 61. Sometimes in the Declination of 
Fevers, an Incruſtation follows in the Parts of 
the Mouth, (much like the Aphthe) attended 
with a copious Spitting, like as if Mercury had 
been taken, occafioning a ſtinking Breath, and 
alſo a.

In a Burning Fever, the Perſon is 
affected with a moſt ardent Heat, a Dryneſs of 
the whale Skin, of the Noſtrils, Ears, Mouth, 
and Tongue. Reſpiration is thick, difficult, 
and quick; the Tongue dry, yellow, black, 
rough and burnt up; Thirſt unquenchable; 
there is a Nauceouſneſs, Vomiting ; Anxiety 
and Inquietude, and Lafſitude to the higheſt de- 
gree; a little Cough, a ſhrill Voice; Delirium, 
Phrenſy, continual Watchings, Coma, Convul- 
ſions; commonly worſe every other day. 

ART. 66. A Burning Fever often proves fatal 


on the third or fourth Day, it ſeldom paſſeth the 


ſeventh, if it be what we call an exqui/ite Caſts. 
Ie is often terminated by ſome Hæmorrhage (if 
that be but ſmall and ſparing on the third or 
fourth Day, the Fever commonly proves mortal :)

Ar. 74. The firſt Sign of a malignant Fever 


is a remarkable Joſs of Strength on a ſudden; 
without any manifeſt Cauſe, with a weak Pulle ; 
the external Heat is not ſo violent as in ſome o- 
ther Fevers; the internal Heat is rather greater. 
It is attended preſently from the Beginning with 


obſtinate Watchings, and anxious Uneaſinels; the 


Sick complain, and ſhew the Region of the Sto- 
mach or the Heart; the Urine is not unlike to 
that of Perſons in health; the Viſage ſometimes 


looks hideous, and much changed from the na- 
tural State, ſometimes of a livid or leaden Co- 


lour. In theſe Fevers the Reaſon why the feve- 
r1ſh Heat and Ebullition is not ſo great as in o- 
thers, 1s entirely.owing to the Malignity, which 
hath ſeized the Blood, and is rather a Sign of 
ſome great Diſorder of the Spirits, which are 
greatly affected, and as it were ſphacelated, than 


of any diſturbance in the Humours: Or it may 


be, ſometimes the ſad Diſorders may be propa- 
gated into the Humours, eſpecially the Blood; 
from the malignant Taints, from which ariſes 
great Confuſion, and an inordinate inteſtine Mo- 
tion, which produee indeed an internal Heat, 
but it 3s not carried ſo ſenſibly to the external 
Parts. By this means Nature being as it were 
oppreſſed, is not able to exert thoſe Symptoms 
more regularly, which are agreeable to, and 
might attend the Diſeaſe, 

ART. 75. There 1s a great Variety of malig- 
nant Fevers, on account of the Diverſity of their 


Symp- 
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Symptoms; in ſome there are very remarkable 

cutaneous Efforeſcencies; in ſome more abun- 

dantly, in others leſs; and in ſome no ſuch Ap- 

euer at all; others are attended with other 
ind of Symptoms. 


Ax r. 76. Some aſſert (from microſcopical Ob- Small Worm, 
ſervations) that in all Malignant Fevers and gan- Vermiculi. 


grenous Ulcers, there is ſo great a Putrefaction 
of the Blood, that it gives occaſion for the Ge- 
neration of a multitude of little Worms, from 
whence they believe, the great Variety of Symp- 
toms, which are ſo vexatious, do ariſe; but theſe 
Worms cannot be bred without a preceding Pu- 
trefaction. In malignant Fevers the Blood is 
præternaturally fluid, inſomuch that when it is 

let out of the Body, it will not, as uſually, co- 
agulate (152); but this too is the Product of 
the Diſtemper, not the Cauſe. The Malignity 
is ſometimes ſo great, that frequently the inter- 
nal and often the external Parts are ſeized with a 
Gangrene and Mortification. 


ART, 77. The very naming a Malignant Fe- 23, Progne- 


ver ſtrikes a terror into Mankind.; becauſe all Viel. 


Malignant Fevers are very dangerous, and as to 
the Event very uncertain : Which makes Galen 
aſſert, that Malignant Fevers will not admit of a 
Prognoſtick. Deafneſs in the Beginning portends 
the greateſt Danger, but in the Height of the 
Diſtemper it is a favourable Symptom. Bleeding 
of the Noſe, and a Looſeneſs through the whole 
Courſe of the Diſtemper are very bad Signs. It 
is almoſt always reckoned a fatal Sign, when they 
employ their Hands, as if they were catching 
Flies, or picking up Straws or bits of Threads. 
If on or about the 11 Day Buboes ariſe in the 
Groin, it betokens well, and terminates the Fe-

Arr. 78. Malignant Fevers by no means ad- 
mit of Bleeding; the more Malignant they are, 
the more miſchief it would do, and the farther 
from the beginning, the worſe. Yomzts in the very 
beginning of the Diſtemper are above all things 
exceedingly proper, but then they ſhould be ad- 
miniſtred before any cutaneous Eruption 1s'thrown 
out, otherwiſe the Opportunity is loſt; and at- 
terwards the Cure is to be endeavoured by Dia- 


phoreticks, For Sweating (Nature itſelf teaching 


us as much) frequently carries off the Cauſe and 
Fewel of the Diſtemper. Sudorificks are called 
Bezoardick or Alexipharmick Medicines. And the 
greater the Malignity is, the more Sudorificks 
are to be employed; regard being always had to 
the Nature of the Diſtemper and its Diverſity, 
and the Strength of the Patient. Sudorificks are 
to be adminiſtred, at leaſt, three times in twenty- 


four Hours; Analepticks and moderate Acids are to 


be uſed in the intermediate times; amongſt which 


Spiritus Nitri Dulcis is very good, (alſo Tint. 


Croci cum Spir. Nitri dulcis extract.) Succ. Citri, 
Cydoniorum, &c. Camphir is a noble Alexiphar- 
mick, but all cannot bear the Uſe of it, eſpeci- 
ally Women and ſtudious Men, whoſe Animal 
Spirits are eaſily moved and diſſipated: It is an 
admirable Drug, and if uſed with Diſcretion, it 
is almoſt a zon-pareil Medicine. Rob. Sambuci is an 
excellent Sudorifick for poor People. Veſicato- 
ries are of. ſingular uſe in the State of the Diſ- 
temper. Sal Volat. C. C. and Sal Viperar. are 
Sudorificks, and reſiſt Malignity: And here the 
Miftura Simplex of Paracelſus takes place, viz.

cialis, is a Malignant Fever, in which, beſides 7 = 
the Symptoms common to other Malignant Fe- 
vers, there is a very remarkable Laſſitude of the 
whole Body, an univerſal throbbing and prick- 
ing Pain; the Petechiæ or Spots appear ſome- 
times the fourth Day, but oftener about the 
ſeventh ; eſpecially on the Breaſt and Shoulder- 
blades, then the Abdomen, Legs, Arms, (Neck) 
ſeldom in the Face. Sometimes not only Spots, 

but likewiſe large Marks, black and blue, appear. 
Sometimes in the Decline of the Diſtemper 
comes on a Spitting, which carries it off. 
Ar. 80. The Petecbiæ or Spots in the milder The Prgns- 
kinds of this Fever, are florid and very red, like Ack. 
Plea-bites: [They may however be diſtinguiſhed 
from Flea-ſpots, by rubbing the place a little 

1 with the Finger; for by ſo doing the Flea- ſpot 
will wholly diſappear, except the ſmall Puncture 
in the middle: But it is not ſo with the Petechiæ.]

Theſe Diſtempers are Contagious, and ſometimes 
Epidemick or ſpreading ; they are very dangerous, 
more that are ſeized with it, die than recover. 

ART. $1. The Petechial Fevers being a Spe- 
cies of the Malignant, the ſame Indications of 
Cure are here required, as were mentioned above, 
for the Cure of malignant Fevers in general. 
If the Spots ſtrike in too ſoon, Veſicatories are to 
be applied : upon which, though we are not to 
expect the Spots to appear again, yet in ſome 
meaſure the bliſtering anſwers the end of their 
Non-appearance, and ſometimes very happily pre- 
vents the direful Symptoms in the genus nervoſum. 
No Evacuation of the Bowels muſt be attempted,

about the Origin of the optick Nerves, and ex- 
ceſſive Weakneſs at the firſt Attack of the Fe- 
ver, ſome ſhort cold Shiverings uſhered it in, 
which were ſucceeded by a preternatural Heat, 
and the following Symptoms aroſe. 

ART. 83. The Pulſe in all was quick, and for 


the moſt part low and weak; as the Diſtemper 


grew, they had an unquenchable Thirſt and Dry- 
neſs of the Tongue; the Urine in the beginning 
| 5 or- 
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ordinarily the ſame as in healthy Perſons, tho 
ſometimes red and darkiſh ; ſome days after, it 
appeared thickiſh, and in the laſt Stage of the 
Diſtemper, always with a ſort of Sediment. 
Some very lax, others coſtive. It was remark- 
able, that for the moſt part they complained of 
an acute Pain in their Side, chiefly in the left 
Hypochondrium, extending itſelf from the Spine 
of the Back to the Shoulder-Blades, which ſome- 
times would form itſelf into a Pleuriſy or Quinſey.

Death. Laſtly, Death might be pronounced with 
certainty, if about the critical or 7th Day, the 
Urine remaining clear and well, the Delirium in— 
creaſed; if the Thirſt, Dryneſs of the Mouth 
and Tongue was ſuch, as rendered the Perſon al- 
moſt ſpeechleſs, and could hardly ſwallow, if 
Convulſions come on; moreoyer, if the Spots 
lvoked faint, and hardly viſible in the Skin, a 
Looſeneſs alſo attending; under theſe Circum- 
ſtances nothing but immediate Death was to be

giving a purging Medicine, unleſs ſome urgent 
Symptoms forbid it. However, if the Diſeaſe is 
highly inflammatory, in the firſt place a Clyſter 1s 
to be adminiſtred, and Bleeding to follow, and 
anti-pleuritick Remedies given, and ſometimes 
Bleeding to be repeated; [but ſurely in Malignant 
Fevers, Bleeding without urgent Neceſſity is not 
raſhly to take place] ſtimulating Purges are not 
to be made uſe of, but rather Lenitives, and ſuch 
as give the leaſt Diſturbance to the Maſs of 
Blood. Theſe Evacuations, according to their 
ſeveral Indications, having been made, the Ef- 
ferveſcence of the Blood, which Nature aims at, 
is to be ſupported with Alexipharmicks, but not 
with ſuch as are too violent, as if the Enemy was 
to be diſlodged at one Stroke. Out of the num- 
berleſs Remedies, which Authors abound with, 
to anſwer this Intention, we thought fit to chooſe 
the moſt common, which have been approved in 
all Ages, as being the moſt ſafe, viz. Mzthri- 
date, Venice Treacle and Diaſcordium. The Cau- 
tion required is, that one ſhould not attempt 
to raiſe a Sweat, before Nature is in a Diſpoſi- 
tion for it. The Drinkables ought not to be too 
much heating, nor yet too cooling. When the 
ili is begun with a Sweat, I have found no- 
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thing more proper than to give plentiful Draughts

The giving a Vomit 
excites an Exerciſe of the internal Parts, and 
puts not only the Stomach into action, but alſo 
The ſingular the other Viſcera ; this is manifeſtly apparent in 
4 ne of — giving the celebrated Braſil-root, the Ipecacuanba, 
Prez which is endued with an excellent Quality of at-

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tenuating groſs Humours: The exquiſite Bitter- 
neſs of the Plant, and the ſprightly Salt that may 
be extracted from it, would induce one to believe 
thus much of it. In truth, I have found by ex- 
perience, when a good Quantity of it has been 
given, and it has wrought but little either up- 
wards or downwards, in an Hour or two's time 
the Perſon has grown hot, and the Pulſe raiſed, 
and afterwards has fallen into a very plentiful 
Sweat.

ART. 102. The Coldneſs and Shiverings, which 
are uſually felt in the beginning of Fevers, are 
owing to a Diminution of the Contraction of the 

Heart, 
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Heart, the circulating Fluids almoſt ſtagnating in 
the extreme Parts; from whence ariſe Polypoſe 
Concretions in the larger Veſſels, if the Coldneſs 
remains long, and ſometimes even ſudden Death 
enſues; and therefore the greater and longer 
ſuch Coldneſs is, the more dangerous is the Fe- 
ver. The Plague begins commonly with the 
moſt exceſſive Coldneſs. This Symptom of Fe- 
vers is beſt relieved by drinking Water and Wine, 
wherein a little Nitre is diſſolved, alſo the De- 
coctum Coccineum, gentle Friktion, &c. (45.) 
Ax r. 103. A moſt intenſe Heat in Fevers, Hear. 
as if the Body was all on Fire, with a great and 
ſtrong Pulſe, almoſt always requires Bleeding. 
A lenient Clyſter may alſo be uſeful to mitigate 
ſuch an exceſſive Heat. Alſo in caſe of ſuch a 
vehement Ebullition of the Blood, cauſing ſuch 
fiery Heats, cooling Juleps, Emulſions, and aci- 
dulated Decoctions may ſerve for the purpoſe of 
refrigerating the Body. But great Care 1s to be 
taken left by cooling too much, the Spirits ſhould 
receive a ſudden Damp, and by that means be 
deprived of their elaſtick Faculty, whereby the 
Burning Fever might unawares be changed into 
a Malignant. ( Art. 67.) | 
ART. 104. A Fever is called by the Name Lyris. 
Lipyria, when the internal Parts are in a burning 1 
Heat, whilſt the external are cold, at leaſt in the 
Opinion of the ſick Perſon; this Symptom ariſes 
from an Inflammation of ſome one of the viſcera, 
which is exceedingly ſenſible. The lick Perſon has

&c. To waſh the Mouth frequently with com- 
mon Water, contributes much to allay Thirſt. 
Thirſt (as Helmont rightly admoniſhes) is not 
occaſioned by Heat, but the want of Spittle ; 
wherefore a few Drops of the Spirit of Sulphur 
will allay Thirſt more than a Quart of cold Wa- 
ter: For this purpoſe the Juice of Vegetables and 
Fruits are convenient; as Sorrel, Oranges, Le- 
mons, Citrons, Barberries, Quinces, Currants, &c. 
Theſe Juices being acidulated with Fumes of 
Sulphur, according to the Method of Helmont, 
and clarified by Subſidence, may be kept in ſome 
cool place for ſuch a uſe. Tamarinds alſo arc 
very good to quench Thirſt, and gently open 
the Body : But theſe Acids and Refrigerants are 
not to be given indifferently to all feveriſh Per- 
ſons, without mature Confideration of the Cir- 
cumſtances of the particular Caſe and Perſon, Ic. 
For if Thirſt is attended with a great Weakneſs, 


then vinous and ſpirituous things may be more 


ſafely given.

ART. 110. A Dyſury or Strangury ſometimes Dyſutia. 
happens in Fevers, and is a very troubleſome 
Symptom. Common Emulſions ſerve to aſſuage 
the violent Efferveſcence in Burning Fevers; and 
uſually they very much alleviate this vexatious 
Symptom ; as doth alſo Oi! of Sweet Almonds 
with Syrup of Marſb-Mallows. A Solution of 
two Ounces of Gum-Arabick in a Quart of Barley 
Decoction for common Drink is a good Reme- 
dy, when this Symptom is cauſed by Bliſtering.

ceſſity. The Phyſician ought to be exceedingly 
careful how he gives Hypnoticks about the time of 
the Cris, when he may perceive in his Patient a 
Reſtleſſneſs and Inquietude, [it muſt be always 
remember'd, that Nox ante Criſin eſt moleſtiſſi ma, 
i. e. a Space of time, it may be twelve Hours 
or more, before the Criſis happens, is the moſt 
troubleſome of any.] But this by the bye. 


ART: 114. Drowſineſs in Fevers is directly 4 Coma. 


contrary to the fore-mentioned Symptom of 
Watchfulneſs; this is called a Coma, when the 
Perſon is almoſt continually in a dozing Con- 
dition. The Patient ought to be rouzed up by 
all the proper Methods that can be uſed, for 
fear of the ill Conſequences, that might enſue. 


Sharp Clyſters are to be injected ; Epiſpaſticks 


are to be laid on; and Cataplaſms of Herrings 
or Horſe-raddiſh, according to Dr. Fuller, to be 
applied to the Soals of the Feet: For internal 
uſe, volatile Salts, and Cephalick Remedies are 


to be given, (Art. 298.) 


ART. 115. Want of Sleep very often cauſes a Daun 


Delirium; notwithſtanding, let no body attempt 
to cure a Delirium with Hypnoticks, for that 
would be a dangerous Raſhneſs : But the Cauſe 
of the Delirium ought to be ſought after, and 
proper Remedies made uſe of. Campbire (lays 
Quincy) procures Reſt in Fevers, when Opium 
will take no effect. It is obſervable, that, when 
the Urine, which before was much tinctured and 
high-coloured, is changed into a thin and pale 


Hue; it is a ſign of an approaching Delirium.

| Remedies he may be beſt able to relieve his Pa- 


tient. In the mean while, we know it 1s cuſto- 
mary to apply Pigeons or Chickens to the Soals 
of the Feet, or the Lights of a Calf or Sheep 
taken as warm as can be out of the Body of the 
Animal. Such Applications ought to be re- 
newed once 1n three or four Hours.

From Reading and Obſervation. 


ART. 117. Eruptive Fevers, whoſe Criſes are 


to be expected by cutaneous Eruptions or Break- 


ings-out, (ſuch are the Small-Pox, the Meaſles, 
the Scarlet-Fever, a Fever with red Pimples, a 
Cryſtalline Fever, a Milliary Fever, Sc.) beſides 
what they have in common with other Fevers, 
have one peculiar Symptom proper to themſelves, 
viz. a great Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, which indeed 
is in a manner the Pathognomonick Sign of theſe 


Fevers. This great Oppreſſion, which is felt, is 


from the ſtrong Effort of Nature, to throw out 
the morbifick Matter from the Center, to the 
Circumference ; from whence ariſe great Con- 


klicts, Anxieties about the Heart, Straitneſs, and 


the greateſt Oppreſſions imaginable of the Breaſt. 
But when the Eruption is once made, theſe dire- 
ful Symptoms immediately vaniſh. The like Op- 
preſſion of the Breaſt is alſo the Prelude or Fore- 
runner of a Cr;/is in other Fevers, (from whence 
that ſaying; the Night before the Crifis is the 
moſt troubleſome.) In theſe the Symptoms happen

ART. 118. Dr. Morton has obſerved, that E- Some Symptoms 
ruptive Fevers, beſides the Symptoms they have more remark- 


in common with other Fevers, are attende 
with ſome, that are more proper and peculiar to 
themſelves, which are as it were Pathognomonick 
Signs; ſuch as are a feeble and quick Pulſe, a 
ſhort and laborious Breathing, an Oppreſſion 
and Straitneſs of the Hypocondria, a pale and 
thin Urine, a Coma, or elſe pertinacious Watch- 
ings, Catchings of the Tendons, ſometimes Con- 
vulſions, raving Deliriums, various Affections 
of the Eyes, as Redneſs, and pricking Pains, a 
Heavineſs of the Eye-lids, involuntary Tears, 
a Pain and Soreneſs in the Throat, an Hoarſe- 
neſs, a very troubleſome Cough.

firſt Day they are cold and hot by turns, the 
next Day comes on the Fever, with great Sick- 


neſs, Thirſt, Loſs of Appetite, the Tongue white, 
though not dry, a little Cough, a Heavineſs of 


the Head and Eyes, a continual Sleepineſs; of- 


tentimes alſo there diſtils a ſerous Humour from 
the Noſe and the Eyes, which 1s a certain to- 
ken of the Eruptions being at hand; and ſoon 
after broad red Spots become conſpicuous in the 
Face and Breaſt, The Patient is obſerved to

Diſorders, ſo as to cauſe Spaſms, proper Reme- 
dies are to be uſed to appeaſe them, viz. Cepha- 
lick Juleps, with Tincture of Caſtor, and Pulvis ad 
Guttetam, &c. and if that fails of Succeſs, ſome 
Drops of Liquid Laudanum may be given. As 


to a Diarrhea, it is better, if we can abate the 4 Diarrbea. 


troubleſomeneſs of it by a ſort of palliative Cure, 
than, contrary to the Propenſity of Nature, 
wholly to ſuppreſs it, and ſo kill the Patient: 
We may prohibit the drinking of Malt Liquor, 
and ſubſtitute the white Decoction in its ſtead, 
and give the Teftlaceous Powders, but not come 


to the uſe of Laudanum, unleſs there be an ex- 


treme Neceſſity for it. To moderate and ap- 
peaſe the obſtinate Cough, which is cauſed by 
the Acrimony of the Lympha, mucilaginous things 
are beneficial, and Pectorals, Oil of Sweet-Al- 
monde, &c. particularly Syrup of Coral, and its 
Tindture. For the Cough, which attends the 
Meaſles, and is deemed a Pathognomonick of that 
Diſtemper, being exceedingly vexatious, and 
even convulſive, and ſometimes proving mortal; 
I never knew (ſays Harris) any Medicine more 
prevalent than Gum Tragacanth taken plentifully 
in a Linctus, or diſſolved in ſome pectoral De- 
coction, and mixed with the teſtaceous Powders. 
For that Gum is of exquiſite uſe in relieving a 
Catarrb, and conſequently the Cough proceed- 
ing from it, which is one of the moſt trouble- 
ſome Symptoms of the Meaſles; and this it 
will do better and with more ſafety than Nar- 
coticks, how much ſoever they may be recom- 
mended by the famous Sydenham, &c.

Caſe, having been taught by long Experience, I 
authoritatively aſſert it, that it is as neceſſary to 
take away large Quantities of Blood, juſt the 
ſame as one would do in a Peripneumony, where 
the Meaſles are not; and the ſame ought to be 
done in a troubleſome and dangerous Ophthal- 
my. To ſtop a Looſeneſs, at this time of the 
Diſtemper Opiates are neceſſary, and may be 
ſafely uſed. When the Appearance of the Meaſles 
is gone off, if the Fever ſtill continues with very 
urgent and violent Symptoms, we deſpair of a 
Recovery. On the contrary, if the Cris hath 
been perfect, it will be convenient to purge 
with ſome Hydragogue Medicines to prevent the 
ill Effects of the colliguated Lympha ; however, 
the Maſs of Blood ought not to be agitated 
over haſtily, before the Venom 1s wholly ſub- 
dued. A dry troubleſome Cough, remaining 
after the Diſtemper, in the firſt place requires 
Bleeding, at leaſt once; and if need be, it ſhould 
be 3 a ſecond time in a Day or two, and 
together with Linctus's and lenient Medicines, 
(ſuch as are uſually given in a Catarrh) the Pe- 
ruvian Bark in pretty good Quantity ſhould be 
taken, and an Opiate at Night, as occaſion re- 
quires.

ART. 132. The Confluent Small-Pox have the The Hiftory of 
ſame Symptoms with the Diſtinct, only in theſe the Confinent. 


they are all more violent ; they break out the 
third Day, ſometimes ſooner, ſeldom later: 
However ſometimes, tho' rarely, the Eruption is 
later, by reaſon of ſome violent Symptom, ſuch 
as a Lumbago, or Pain in the Loins, or a Pleuri- 
tick Pain in the Side; theſe are more than ordi- 
nary dangerous. Afrer the Eruption, ſtill the 
Fever continues, and as the Diſtemper lengthens, 
the Puſtles do not riſe up and increaſe in Bulk, 
as in the diſtin? Kind, but ſtanding cloſe and 
thick one by the other, cover the whole Face, 
and raiſe jt into a Tumour, and then appear like 
white Scales on the Surface of the Skin. After 
the eighth Day theſe white Scales or Pellicles 
daily grow rougher, and change to a brown Co- 
lour, and the Pock run more and more together. 


The Magnitude of the Diſtemper is to be judged Greatneſs. 


chiefly by the Face, rather than from the reſt of the 
Body. - In this Kind the Adult generally have a 
Salivation, and Children a Diarrhea. The Sali- 
vation ſometimes begins from the time of the 
Eruption, ſometimes a Day or two after. About 
the eleventh Day the Saliva grows thicker, and 
is not diſcharged without great Difficulty and 
Danger of Suffocation, and about that time for 
the moſt part it ceaſes, and the Tumour of the 
Face gradually ſubſides, and inſtead of it the 
hands ſwell, or at leaſt ought to do fo. The 
Diarrhœa does not ſeize on Children ſo ſoon 
in the beginning of the Diſtemper. It is obſer- 
vable in this Diſeaſe, that all generally grow 
worſe towards the Evening.

« Profeſſion. ** The curative Indications are 
two, viz. firſt, to regulate the Fever or Ebulli- 
tion of the Blood in a due equable manner; ſe- 
condly, to ſupport and ſuſtain the Puſtles in good 
order. To obtain theſe ends, the Patient muſt 
by no means be put into a too hot Regimen; 


the Heat which ſeems to be required for the Ex- 


pulſion of the Small-Pox, is no other than ſuch 
as is agreeable to Nature, and is cuſtomary at 
other times. There is no occaſion for Confine- 
ment to the Bed before the fourth Day, (as has 
been obſerved, Art. 133.) nor yet to give any 
Medicines to drive out the Small-Pox during 

5 that 
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that time; the fourth Day however, if the E- 
ruption does not come forward as it ought, 
ſome gentle cordial Medicine may be given. 
Thoſe of the diſtinct Kind, of their own Nature, 
are ſeldom dangerous. Thoſe in the Confluent 
Sort are to be kept, as much as reaſonably they 
can, from being in a Sweat, and their Salivation 
to be vigorouſly ſupported ; which is beſt done, 
by giving them large Quantities of ſmall Beer 
to drink, or ſome other Liquor that is not over- 
heating. I uſually give the Adult a compoſing 
Draught, with fourteen Drops of Laudanum, or : 
an Ounce of Syrupus de Meconio, every Night, 
at ſix or ſeven, from the time they are fully out, 
until the end of the Diſtemper. I give the Hyp- 
notick earlier than is uſually done, for this reaſon, 
becauſe the Heats come on in the. Evenings ; 
which Practice by long Experience I have found y. B. 
very beneficial, and no inconvenience ariſing 
from it.

In a Suppreſſion of Urine the Perſon muſt be taker 
out of Bed. When the Puſtles flatten, or if 
there be a Diarrhœa in the diſtin& Kind, they 
ought to be ſupported with Cordials. The Fe- 
ver, which comes on about the eleventh Day, is 
different from that which precedes the Eruption. 
This is what 1s called the Secundary Fever, and 
is in reality no other than a Putrid Fever, pro- 
perly ſo called; and to cure this, nothing is fo 
efficacious as plentiful Bleeding : For now we are 
not dealing ſo much with the Small-Pox, as with 


the Putrid Fever. Therefore Blood is to be 


drawn off to ten or twelve Ounces, and an A. 
nodyne to be given twice a-day. For the immo- 
derate Coſtiveneſs, which is uſual at this time, 
I uſe to order an Ounce and half of Lenitive E- 
leFuary diſſolved in a little Mill water; not- 
withſtanding the Anodyne is to be continued at 
the accuſtomed time. If the firſt Bleeding does 
not anſwer the End, it muſt be repeated the next 
Day after; and after this ſort the Bleeding and 
Purging may be repeated by turns, as the Na- 
ture of the Fever, and the Reſtleſſneſs of the 
Patient may ſeem to require, until the Diſtem- 
per is conquered. Sched. Mon. p. 8 1, Sc. In 
the Confluent Small-Pox, Spirit of Vitriol is of 
great uſe, being plentifully given in ſmall Beer, 
from the fifth or ſixth Day of the Diſtemper, 
quite to the End.

The Anomalous Confluent differ from the 
Regular Confluent, in that they make their Erup- 
tion ſometimes the ſecond Day, ſometimes the 
third, with a reddiſh uniform Tumour in ſome 
places; in the Thighs eſpecially they look like 
Scald-bladders, filled with a limpid Serum, which 
being broken, the Serum flows out, leaving the 
excoriated places of a black Hue, as if ſphacela- 
ted: They have their Crifis commonly the ſe- 
venth Day, whereas the eleventh is for the moſt 
part the critical Day in the Regular Confluent. 
Laſtly, theſe Anomalous Pock are of a hotter na- 
ture, and more inflammatory ; wherefore they 
ought to be treated with a more temperate Re- 
gimen; Milk and Water, with a third only of 
Milk, boiled together, makes a palatable Drink 
for them, which ſucceeds well, with regard to 
promoting the Salivation.

but a Country Phyſician, am ſtill under ſome 
Doubt in this Matter. Theſe celebrated Gen- 
tlemen, who are the great Luminaries of our 
Art, and the Ornaments of the Age, reaſon 
on this Subject with great Ingenuity, and 
writing in ſuch Strains of Eloquence, as 
they do, captivate the Brethren of the Facul- 
ty ſo far, as to induce them to acquieſce in 
their Sentiments. But in new Methods of 
Practice it behoves us to proceed with great 
Caution, confiding in the faithful Guidance 
of Experience. In the courſe of about twen- 
ty Years Practice, I have found the frequent 
giving of Clyſters very beneficial, on ſuch 
occaſions; but have very rarely adventured to 
make uſe of Catharticks. It were to be wiſh'd, 
that the aforeſaid Gentlemen, of ſuch diſtin- 
guiſh*d Merit, would have favour'd the World 
with a complete Hiſtory of a ſufficient num- 
ber of caſes, not only of thoſe who recovered, 
and did well, under the Condu& of that 
Practice, but alſo of thoſe that died, that we 


might have had an Opportuniry of forming a 
more deciſive Judgment in an arduous Affair 


of that Importance.“ 


A MISCELLANY of Quotations. 


Arr. 150. It is moſt certain, that the Small- 


Pox is a new Diſtemper, foraſmuch as in many 
Parts of the World it was never ſo much as 
known, until of Jate Years; for example, in 
the Weſt-Indies it was never ſeen, before the

brought amongſt them by a Negroe, which

ricus & Fonſeca teſtifies. Helbigius poſitively af- 
firms, that the Eaſt-Indies never knew the Small- 
Pox, until after their Commerce with Holland.

cian, hath far out-done all the Phyſicians of the mer. 


preſent Age, who have adopted the Cold Regi- 
men for the Treatment of the Small-Pox ; for 
inſtance, at the beginning of the Diſtemper, he 
order'd bleeding ad deliquium, and obliged them 
to drink very large quantities of cold Water, 
enjoining them often to repeat their draughts of 
it in the ſpace of a few hours time, but without 
ſucceſs as far as I could judge; for notwithſtand- 
ing, the morbifick Venom kept its ground in 
the Habit of the Body. | 


ART. 152. In the bad ſort of the Small-Pox The Texture , 
the Texture of the Blood is quite diſſolved. I %% Bled ie 


have ſeen (ſays Lifter) in a Caſe, where there 
were purple Spots, Hæmorrhages at the Noſe, 
and bloody Urine, the Blood to be in ſo fluid 
and lax a condition, that after it was cold, with 
the ſlighteſt Touch of a Feather it might be di- 
vided and moved any way like Water. In 
many others, that have made bloody Urine, I 
have obſerved (continues he) the Blood drawn 
from the Veins to have been ſo watry and pu- 
trid, that it would not coagulate as uſually, but 
fluctuate in the Diſh, all one as if it had been 
nothing but Serum; but then I do not remem- 
ber to have ſeen the Life of any one ſaved, 
where the Malignity was ſo great. (Art. 76.) 
The Small-Pox breaking out upon any one 
after a Surfeit, and likewiſe in thoſe, who live 
<«« intemperately, generally ſpeaking are obſerved 
„to be of a very bad kind, and moſt times

ART. 158. It is not the Phyſician's part to 
bring on Diſeaſes, but to cure them: Yet you 
will ſay, it becomes a ſkilful and honeſt Phyſi- 
cian, who hath regard to the Health and Welfare 
of Mankind, to prevent, if he can, future Diſeaſes, 

or at leaſt to render them leſs dangerous, when 
they do approach. This is his Duty, as much as 
it is to cure any preſent Diſtempers; and it muſt 
be granted: Elſe how comes it, that we order 
Bleeding, Emeticks, and Catharticks, to thoſe 
that are in perfect Health, only for Prevention 
and Preſervation from Diſeaſes 3 

ART. 159. Inoculation of the Small-Pox is a 
new Practice to us here in England, brought 
over to us of late Years from Conſtantinople 
and it is wonderful with how great an Expecta- 
tion it was received amongſt us, and with how 
much Induſtry it was cultivated ; it preſently 
grew incredibly famous; it was put in practice 
even in the Royal Family, the Children of many 
of the Nobility and Perſons of the ſirſt Rank 
were inoculated with great applauſe and often- 


tation. | \ 
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tation. What the Event of it was, and how 


great the Succeſs, the Practiſers of it publiſhed 
ro the World, Notwithſtanding, although it 
flouriſhed under ſuch prodigious Encouragement, 
and was ſupported by ſuch great Examples, it 
did not gain any Credit, or get any footing, 
amongſt the common Sort of People. It does 
not ſeem rightly to quadrate with the Genius of 
our People and their way of Thinking. They 
tell a diſputing about the Lawfulneſs of doing 
it, and whether it could be done with a good 
Conſcience, and likewiſe whether the real and 
genuine Small-Pox would always be produced 
with certairity by Inoculation; and alſo whether 
other. Diſeaſes and morbid Contaminations of

Arr. 163. The Plague is of all Diſtempers The D-fnitin © 
the moſt acute, the moſt mortal, and the moſt 7 Plague 
contagious, ariſing from a malignant and occult 
Taint or Venom, which is eſſentially moſt de- 
ſtructive of the animal Spirits and of the native 
Heat, from whence the Functions of all the 
Viſcera and eſpecially of the Heart are exceed- 
ingly hurt. 

ART. 164. The Plague is not properly a Fe- The Plague 
ver, but ſomething different from it, a F ever netting * 
being in truth nothing elſe but one of the Symp- A © 
toms of it, as J have often obſerved; and there- 
fore they that define the Plague by a Fever are 
in the wrong, ſince a Fever does not eſſentially 
belong to it, as will be proved in the Sequel of 
this Diſcourſe, (Art. 169.) 

ART. 165. Amongſt the Signs preceding and 4 Sign foes 
preſaging the Plague, the following gy 7 how = 
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one was obſerved at Nimmegen, to wit, there was 


the greateſt and moſt incredible Number of In- 


ſetts, ſo many as were hardly ever ſeen, as of 
Gnats, Butterflies, Chafers, Beetles, Hornets, 
Waſps, Graſhoppers, and chiefly Flies of all 
ſorts ; of which vaſt numbers did abound every 
where in both thoſe Years, ſo that in the Houſes 
the very Walls were covered with Flies, and 
without doors the very Air was clouded with in- 
numerable Swarms of them. 

Arr. 166. What the Cauſe of the Plague is, 
as it 1s an arduous Queſtion, hath occaſioned 
various Diſputations amongſt Phyſicians. They 
all agree, that it proceeds from a certain occult 
Corruption and inexplicable Infection of the Air; 
but from whence that infectious quality of the 


Air ariſes, after what manner the Air becomes 


ſo vitiated, what it is that infects this Element; 
this 1s what they are in doubt about, and labour 
to find out. The firſt and principal Cauſe with- 
out doubt is the Diſpleaſure of God Almighty moſt 
juſtly provoked by the Sins of Mankind. From 
this Cauſe they deduce that ro Izio or ſomething 
Divine, which is obſerved to be in the Plague, 
which Hippocrates often mentions in his Works, 
And this has been believed in all Ages, as 
well among the Pagans, as Jews and Chrifti- 
ans; and the ſame throughout the Holy Scrip- 
tures 1s ſufficiently confirmed. We are of Opi- 
nion, that Hippocrates underſtood by the To g 
ſome morbifick Cauſe, beyond the ordinary 
Courſe and Power of Nature, ſent down from 
the Gods above, or elſe by them ſomehow ex- 
cited in the Air; the Eſſence of which Venom 
conſiſted not in any determinate Mixture of the 
Elements, nor in any manifeſt Diſtemperature 
of their Qualities, nor in any notable Putrefac- 
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tion : But in ſome new Species of Venom, on 
purpoſe, preternaturally called forth by the Gods 
themſelves in this Sublunary World. 


ART. 167. In the firſt place, when the Air How it uſually 


begins to be altered, contaminated, and to have ==. 


a Diſpoſition to receive this venomous Quality; 
it preſently ſhews itſelf very offenſive and inju- 
rious $0 our animal and vegetable World, ſome- 
times by a Murrain among the Cattle, ſome- 
times by a Blight amongſt the Corn and Fruit, 
and amongſt Mankind firſt by producing malig- 
nant and peſtilential Fevers, and, in a little time, 
che Plague itſelf. 


ART. 168. Contagion or Infection is the Com- The Communi- 


munication of the Venom from one Body to 
another, whether the Action of Communication 


be by an immediate Contact, or by the Inter- 
mediation of Infectious Efuviums : However, 
there muſt be an apt Diſpoſition to receive this 
infectious Quality in him, that is ſeized with 
it, otherwiſe it will have no Effect. We ſee 
the peſtilential Venom to paſs from one Coun- 
try to another, and from one City to another by 
the means of Cloaths and other Merchandize- 
Goods: But no one can account for it, how it 
comes to paſs, that ſome Perſons ſhall receive the 
Contagion, and others not. We fee that ſome 
upon the leaſt Occaſion are ſurprized with it, 
others hardly capable of being infected, and 
ſome few on whom it will make no manner of 
Impreſſion at all.

ART. 169. The peſtilent Fever, accompanying 4 Pe/ilent Fe- 
the Plague, does not ariſe from the Venom of ver, w#ence. 
the Plague itſelf, but from the PutrefaCtion, its 


Effect: That is to ſay, it is not generated on ac- 
count of the Humours being infected by the 
peſtilential Venom; but becauſe the Heart being 
irritated, overwhelmed, and much debilitated 
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by the peſtilent Venom, can neither digeſt and 
rarify, nor moderate and ſufficiently diſpel thoſe 
noxious Humours, which for that reaſon putri- 
fy, and acquire a preternatural Heat, and ſo ex- 
cite a Fever; which for the reaſon given is a 
Conſequence of the Diſtemper, and 1s different 
and diſtinguiſhable from the Plague, and is only 
a Symptom of it. This is a thing configmed 
by the Maxims and Authority of the Ancients 
and Moderns, as well as by the obvious Exam- 
ples of-daily Practice, | 

Ax r. 170. A great many horrid and griev- 
ous Symptoms accompany the Plague, ſome of 
which belong more properly to it, as Buboes, 
Carbuncles, hot fiery Tubercles, Exanthemata 
or purple and black Spots; and others which 
are common to it with other Diſtempers, the 
chief of which are Pains of the Head, Phrenſy, 
Sleepineſs, Watchings, Anxieties, Weakneſs, or 
a remarkable Loſs of Strength and Dimneſs of 


Sight, Palpitation of the Heart, Dryneſs of the 


Tongue, Vomiting, the Hiccough, Worms, Looſe- 
neſs, Bleeding at the Noſe, immoderate Flux of 
the Menſtrua, bloody Urine, and bloody Spittle, 
Pains of the Thorax, of the Hypochondria, of 
the Loins, and of other Parts. | 
ART. 171. Buboes and Carbuncles are occa- 
ſioned from the peſtilential Venom which the 
Heart drives from itſelf to the external Parts. 


A Bubo is a painful Tumor of the Glands, . 


which are ſeated behind the Ears, in the Neck, 
under the Arm-pits, and in the Groin. A Car- 
buncle commonly takes its rife from a large 
Puſtle, and is really a Gangrene of the Part, 
where it happens, and in proceſs of time is a 
true Mortification. Ir cannot be conquered by 
any Powers of Nature or Art, ſo as to be 


brought to Digeſtion, or be converted into Pus; 


but 
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but for ever is wont to throw itſelf off in a 
Lump, when it is ſeparated from the ſound 
Parts. Carbuncles have no certain determined 
Places, in which they ariſe, as Buboes, but may 
happen in any Part of the Body : For ſome- 


times they are ſeen in the Thorax, or the Neck; 
ſometimes in the Abdomen, or in the Back; 


ſometimes in the Arms, or the Legs, ſometimes 
in the Fingers or Toes ; ſometimes one or two 
appear, ſometimes many, either only in one Patt 
of the Body, or in diverſe Parts: Nay, ſome- 
times they ariſe in the internal Parts, as in the 
Lungs, in the Stomach, in the Kidneys,:&c. 


ART. 172, The peſtilent Exanthemata are Fraptions. 


Spots of a purple or red Colour, or they are 
black, or of a violet Colour; commonly they are 
of a round Figure, ſometimes broad, or of an 


oblong or ſome other Shape; they ſhew them- 


ſelves in the Skin up and down the Body. 


ART.173. The Prognoſticks of acute Diſeaſes The Progm- 


(ſays 3 are very uncertain and falla- 
cious. In the Plague at Nimmeguen we obſerved, 
that the Criſes on the ſixth Day were always cer- 
tainly mortal. Thoſe that were ſeized with the 
Diſtemper about the time of the new or full 
Moon were in the greateſt danger of their Lives. 
The ſudden Languor or Proftration of Strength 
in the firſt Seizure, alſo Faintings, and Palpita- 


tion of the Heart, were for the moſt part fatal 


Signs; an intermitting Pulſe always mortal 
Drowzineſs, Sneezings, a Tremor, a Delirium, 
a Pain in the Throat, Hoarſeneſs, a ſtinking 
Breath were ill Omens; pleuritick Pains were 
always mortal; Coſtiveneſs a good Sign promiſ- 
ing Recovery; a Diarrhœa quite the contrary, 
hardly one in a hundred eſcaping; bloody Urine 
or bloody Stools were mortal, as were the Menſ- 
trua, The fooner Buboes appeared the better, 
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if they were without a Fever, or before the Fever 
came on, they afforded great hopes of Reco- 
very, and ſo likewiſe contrary-wiſe. If Carbun- 
cles appeared in the Emunctories (Art. 171.) in- 
ſtead of Buboes, they ſhewed the greateſt Dan- 
ger. If Carbuncles broke out late in the Diſ- 
temper it was a bad Sign, and if they were very 
many, the worſt; they were more dangerous 
when they were in nervous Parts, than in the 
muſcular or fleſhy. Spots that were purple, 
black, greeniſh, or violet-coloured, at what time 
ſoever they appeared, were always fatal Signs ; 
ſome with red Spots recovered, though they 
were but few. | | 

ART. 174. The beſt and moſt certain Pro- 
phylaFtick or Preſervative from the Plague is 10 
fly from it, truſting in the Lord. The Circum- 
ſtances of *avoiding it by flight are contained in 
the following Diſtich :

There is not in Nature a better Corrective of 
1 Air than Fire, as much Experience 

as taught us. Hippocrates with Fire ſubdued 
and extinguiſhed that famous Plague that came 


into Greece from Afthiopia: For he commanded - 


large bright Fires to be kindled chiefly in the 
Night-ſeaſon throughout the whole City, to purge 
away the Pollutions of the Air. Fires made with 
Juniper or Aſh-wood, *tis believed, are very ef- 


ficacious to'amend the infectious Qualities of the 


Air. The burning of Brimſtone and the Exploſion 
of Gunporwder purify the Air, and deſtroy its cor- 


ruptive Qualities; the ſame does the burning of

Amber, Frankincenſe, Pitch, &c. Alſo the Fumes 
of Vinegar, raiſed with hot Irons or Bricks. With 
reſpect to Diet in times of the Plague, it is advi- 
ſable above all things to obſerve an exact Tem- 
perance, avoiding Exceſſes of all kinds, which 
contributes very much to the Preſervation of 
Health: However, it muſt be remembered that 
all ſudden Changes are dangerous; for which 
reaſon it is moſt dangerous ſuddenly to alter the 
uſual and aecuſtomed way of living. It is dan- 
gerous to go abroad in the time of the Plague 
with an empty Stomach. Pork and all ſorts of 
Swine's Fleſh is eſteemed to be unwholeſome at 
ſuch a time. All ſweet things are to be avoided. 


Wine moderately made uſe of is reckoned bene- 


ficial ; but the Abuſe of it is exceedingly dan- 
gerous. Mercurialis teſtifies, that, at Padua and 
Venice, he obſerved moſt of the Tipplers of 
Wine and ftrong Liquors to have died, who 
thought by that means to have preſerved them- 
ſelves from the Diſtemper, Thick Woollen 
Clothes are apt to take the Infection ſoon, and 
retain it a long while; wherefore Veſtments 
made of thin Silk or Sattin are to be preferr'd in 


ſuch times. Bleeding, tho* much recommended B}eeding. 


by many of the ancient as well as modern Phy- 
ſicians, as a good Preſervative, we entirely re- 
ject, as a very dangerous and moſt miſchievous 
Practice; becauſe Experience has taught us, that 
thoſe, who made uſe of it by way of Preven- 
tion, were ſoon after it ſeized with the Diſtem- 
per; wherefore we ſtrictly prohibited it. Many 
celebrated Phyſicians have highly recommended 
the Application of Cauteries, or the making of 


Iſſues, and we have often ſeen the great Ad- . 


vantage of them. By way of Prevention in 
ſound and healthful Bodies, it was ſufficient to 
keep them from being over. coſtive, rather than 
d

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way of living. 
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to create a Laxity; but in Cacochymical Ha- 


bits, we thought it neceſſary gradually and 
gently to looſen the Body, and that with the 
Pil. Ruffi, becauſe for many Ages they have 
been approved of againſt the Malignity of the 
Plague. * Hippocrates drove away that famous 
« Plague from Greece by the uſe of Sulphur; 
* the F 

C to correct the Air, and to prevent the Fer- 


mentation of Liquors. As it helps to pre- 


vent Corruption and Putrefaction of all kinds, 
* ſo it is indued with a virtue to reſiſt the pu- 
* tredinal Alteration of the Blood. When the 
Malignity of the Diſtemper is very great, the 
„Linen which is worn, and the other Clothes 
may with good advantage be fumigated with 
« Sulphur.” Ettmuller. 

ART. 175. As to Antidotes ; amongſt ſim- 
ple Remedies two only to us ſeemed the princi- 
pal, viz. Tobacco and the Radix Helenii, To- 
bacco we ordered to be made uſe of in the com- 
mon way of ſmoaking, which, in this Plague, 
I am perſuaded from my own Obſervation, was 
remarkably beneficial not only to myſelf, but 
alſo to many others. The Radix Helenii was 


either chewed or taken in Powder, or a Candy 


or Confection of it made with Sugar, and fo 
eaten. Concerning Compound Antidotes, the Au- 
thor may be conſulted, Cap. X. We adviſed 
the poorer ſort every Morning to drink two or 
three Spoonfuls of the beſt Vhite Mine Vinegar, 
which we obſerved to be one of the beſt Pre- 
ſervatives againſt this Plague. To many of them 
alſo we recommended to ſmell conſtantly to a 
Spunge dipt in Treacle Vinegar. 

Ar. 176. With relation to myſelf, many 
were indeed in great admiration, how I, who 


indiſcriminately viſited all infected Houſes, was 


preſerved 


umes of it are very much commended 
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preſerved from the Violence of ſo great a Con- 


tagion. In the firſt Place, I took care to keep 
my Paſſions in due order, ſo as not to give way 
to'Frights and Fears, or Anger, or Sadneſs; If 
at any time I found myſelf melancholy or fad, 
I cheared my Heart with three or four Glaſſes 
of Wine, and ſo chaſed it away. I took care 
that my Victuals were ſuch, as contained good 
nouriſhing Juices; I drank common Ale, as 
alſo a thin middling White-Wine, which T made 
uſe of pretty freely, ſo as ſometimes to make me 
2 little chearful, but never drunk. In the 
Mornings between four and five, when I went 
abroad to viſit my. Patients, I was not able to 
take any thing of food or drinkables; but hav- 


ing firſt offered my Prayers o God, and chewing 
a few Grains of the Leſſer Cardamom-Seeds, 1 


took my firſt Round, faſting until fix a clock: 


Then I took a little Theriaca or Diaſcordium, 


or candied Orange- peel, or commonly three or 
four bits of candied Eleca About ſeven 


or eight, I made a Breakfaſt on a little Bread 


and Butter and green Cheeſe made of Sheeps 
Milk, and drank a draught of Ale; ſometimes 
I drank a draught of Wormwood- Wine. A- 
bout ten a clock, if I had time, I ſmoaked a 
Pipe of Tobacco, and two or three after Dinner, 
and as many after Supper; and in the After- 
noon I uſed to take two or three more. At 


any time of the Day, if I perceived myſelf to 


be indiſpoſed with the Smell of the ſick Peo- 


ple, I preſently left all Buſineſs, and had re- 
courſe to my Tobacco : For, to ſpeak the truth, 


I always looked upon Tobacco as the principal 


Preſervative; and that in reality it is fo, Tam - 


thoroughly convinced both by Reaſon and Ex- 


perience; nor do I believe, that there is as yet 
any thing better found out for common uſe; 
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But then it muſt be noted, that ſinoating To- 
bacco will not be of ſervice to thoſe, who were 
accuſtomed to it in former time. Wherefore To- 
bacco alone contented me for my own uſe, I 
uſed no other Suffumigations; and afterwards, 
when the Diſtemper was over, I left off ſmoak- 
„ Wen | 
ART. 177. All the Phyſicians have always 
been under grievous miſtakes about the Cure of 
the Plague, for as much as they have been ever 
heſitating about the Cauſe of it, and about the 
Remedies they would make uſe of : For the 
true Cauſe of it is yet unknown, and a proper 
Remedy has not been diſcovered for ſo great an 
Evil. When Perſons are actually infected with 
the Plague, they ought moſt religiouſly to ab- 
ſtain from Phlebotomy, purging Medicines and 
Vomits are alſo equally to be avoided. Coſtive- 
neſs is not to be feared, though it continues a 
long time, in as much as we have not obſerved 
it to have been prejudicial to any. In the very 
beginning of the Diſtemper we muſt have re- 
courſe to Autidotes and Sudorificks; and theſe 
Remedies, otherwiſe called Alexipharmicks, are 


manifold and various, which are mixed and 


compounded with great Variety according to 
the Nature of the Diſtemper itſelf and other 
Circumſtances, which ure left to the Judgment 
of the Phyſician, and cannot be determined by 
certain Rules. The principal among the Simples 
are the following, Rad.

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ART. 178. We proceeded to the Cure after The Method of 


the following manner; Firſt, we gave orders, Cure. 


that the Bed-Chamber ſhould be kept clean, 
and that, to correct the Air, it ſhould be fu- 
migated three or four times a Day, and that 
the ſick Perſon ſhould preſently take a Sudori- 
fick Draught (whether it was the firſt, ſecond or 
third Day of the Diſtemper) and that he ſhould 
be covered up warm in the Bed, that he might 
ſweat three or four Hours, according as his 
Strength would bear : If the Sweat would not 
readily riſe, it was uſual with us to apply Bags 
of hot Sand to the Feet, Arm-pits and Groin. 


And if the firſt Sweating did not procure relief, 


after a few Hours the Sudorifick Potion was to 
be repeated; if after the ſecond Sweating the 
Fever and the other Symptoms did yet increaſe, 
and the Patient was nothing better, it was 
look'd upon to be a very bad Sign: After ten 
or twelve Hours, and the Days following, we 
repeated the Sudorifick Medicines four or five 
times, as Neceſſity ſeemed to require. In the 
intermediate times between the Sudorificks, 
were given various Aniidotes to extinguiſh 
the Violence of the Venom, as alſo corro- 
borative Confections, and ſuch Remedies as 
reſiſted Putrefaction, and convenient Apozems, 
and other things to drive out the Malignity 
from the Centre to the Circumference; in the 


mean time, ſome potable Foods were thought 


of, that were of an eaſy Digeſtion, and confor- 
mable in their Qualities to the Intention of our

the Symptoms attending the main Diſtemper ; 
to which we ſhall proceed in the next place. 

Ax r. 179. Amongſt the Symptoms that ac- 
company the Plague, the moſt common is the 
Malignant Peſtilent Fever, which for the moſt 
part is very grievous and dangerous. This Fever 
we treated almoſt after the ſame manner as we

did the Plague itſelf, and we obſerved, - that the 


ſame kind of Sudorificks and Autidotes did the 
moſt good, provided we refrained from : thoſe 
that were too heating; or, if we had a mind to 
uſe them, we might mix them with ſome other 
things that were cold, as Vinegar, Juice of Le- 
mons, &c. Experience has taught us that want 
of Sleep in the Plague, is not ſo tremendous a 
Symptom; whereas a more than ordinary Slee- 
pineſs in the beginning was yery pernicious, and 
a bad. Omen. They that were-oyer-much in- 
Clinable to Sleep (which was à thing very com- 
all means to keep 
them waking, until they had taken Sudorifick 
Medicines, and had therewith well ſweated. The 
few following Medicines did wonders to relieve 
ſome of the moſt troubleſome Symptoms, . ſuch 
as the Anxiety, the great Debility, Weakneſs, 


Weakneſs, and and Vomitings. The firſt was this Mixture.

For Dryneſs of the Tongue, after the trial of all Drync/% of the 
the different Lotions, I have found only ſimple 758% 
Water to be moſt prevalent. Nothing is more 
pernicious than an Hemorrhage of the Noſe, Hemorrhage. 
the Menſes, or ſpitting of Blood; as ſoon as 4 
poſſible they are to be ſtopped with all the Art 
we can, or all Hopes are loſt of the Welfare of 
the Patient. I have often obſerved, if the Flux 
of the Belly was not ſtopped in the Beginning, 
that it was altogether incurable afterwards in all 
Perſons. 

ART. 180. In treating of Buboes we have The Cure of 
always endeavoured to bring them to Suppura- #6. 
tion; for as ſoon as any painful Hardneſs was 
felt behind the Ears, in the Neck, under the 
Arm-pits, or in the Groin, moſt commonly to 
excite and haſten the Tumour, and to extract the 
malignant Ichor, we applied a Veſicatory to the 

inferigr 
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inferior Part of it, ſo that it might touch the 


Margin of the Tumour, that by this means an 
Ulcer being made, the place might be kept 
open, and a diſcharge given to the noxious 
Ichor. (We did not approve ſo well of Cup- 
ping-Glaſſes.) On the ſecond Day, that the 
noxious Matter might be drawn to the Bubo, 
and there be digeſted and brought to Suppura- 
tion, we applied over the whole Tumour draw- 
ing Cataplaſms, ſuch as were emollient alſo and 
ſuppurative, in the Compoſition whereof we put 
Onions, Pigeons-Dung, Leven of Bread, and the 
like. To ſome we only applied the following 
Cataplaſm :

This might lie on for two or three Days. Then 
when the Tumor was raiſed to a ſufficient Mag- 
nitude, and began to tend to Suppuration, we 
omitted the Attrafives, and uſed only the Sup- 
puratives, that the Tumor might the ſooner be 
brought to Suppuration. Oftentimes from the 
Beginning to the End we only made uſe of the 
following Plaiſter, which anſwered all Inten- 
tions, and entirely cured the Buboes ; which 
was this :

But however it muſt be remarked, that we did

well bear ſuch a Treatment; for we obſerved, 
that it exaſperated them to ſuch a degree, that 
it would endanger a Suffocation ; indeed ſome 
loft their Lives by means of ſuch a Practice: 
Wherefore to theſe only Emollients and the moſt 
gentle AttraFives were applied. Sometimes it 


was neceſſary, when the Tumours proceeded but 


ſlowly, to make an Inciſion into them; but this 
is not to be done before they are in a mam 
ner ripe.

The Sentiments of SYDENHAM. 
ART. 182. God Almighty hath often a hand 


in the Production of acute Diſeaſes, whereas we 


ourſelves faſt enough bring ourſelves into Chro- 
nical Diſtempers. It is not uſual for the Plague 
to attack Great Britain oftener than after the Re- 


volution of about forty Years : © But now thro” 


the eſpecial. Clemency of God, we have been free 
* from it more than ſixty-ſix Years.” 

ART, 183. The Plague moſt commonly be- 
gins with a cold Shivering, not unlike the Fit of 
an Ague;.ſoon after enormous Vomitings come 
on, a Pain about the Region of the Heart, (as 
if it was ſqueez'd in a Preſs: ) A burning Fever 


rages continually upon them, until either Death 


itſelf, or the favourable Eruption of a Bubo, 
| which 
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which calls forth the morbifick Matter, delivers 


them from the moſt deplorable Danger. Indeed 
it does but ſeldom happen, that the Plague ſeizes 
Perſons without any perception of a Fever, and 
carries them off ſuddenly; Purple-Spots, which 
are the Harbingers of Death, breaking out upon 
them, even in the Streets. This hardly happens 
except it be in the beginning of a moſt devour- 
ing Plague; it happens alſo now and then, that 
Tumours ariſe, without any preceding Fever or 
other violent Symptom. 


Ax. 184. Tho' the Diſpoſition of the Air The Dipoſttion 
ſhould be as pernicious, as one can well imagine, Che Air. 


yet it does not ſeem capable of itſelf to produce 


the Plague; nor yet is it reaſonable to think, that 
the Plague would be Epidemical, unleſs there 


was alſo at the ſame time a proper Diſpoſition of 


the Air to favour its growth and increaſe. 


ART. 185. The Plague ſeems as if it ſhould 7he Merbod of 
be attempted either by Bleeding or Sweating; the Cure. 


laſt mentioned Method hath been often fatal. 
Bleeding largely, and a Repet.cion of it ſeveral 


times,when there has been no Tumour in the Caſe, - 


has not proved ſo to any one (that I know; ) but 
if there be the Appearance of any Tumour, Phle- 
botomy is always highly prejudicial : The Reaſon 
is plain, namely, — it is oppoſite to the 
Motion and Intention of Nature. A great many 
of the moſt grave and celebrated Writers ap- 
prove of Venæſection, eſpecially Botallus; but 
very few of em admit of ſuch large Bleedings. 


Therefore another Method of Cure, is to let 
the Patient be blooded in the Bed, and let 


him preſently be /overed head and all with 
abundance of Clothes, ſo that he may be forced 
into a Sweat merely by the load of em; and 
when the Sweat begins to flow, the Purgings 
and Vomitings will ceaſe of their own accord,

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and then let him take the following Bolus with 
the Cordial-Julep every ſixth Hour, and encou- 
rage the Sweating.

And the Sweating is to be continued with all 
poſſible art for twenty-four Hours, nor is the 
Shirt to be changed ſooner, though never ſo 
wet : But if the Sweating is broke off ſooner, 
preſently the Severity of the Symptoms returns, 
and all things grow worſe. The next Morning 
I commonly give the uſual Cathartick; and by 
this Method I reſtored to Health a great many 
ſeized with a Peſtilential Fever, the Year after 
the Plague, ſo that I did not loſe one of that 
Diſtemper after I began to uſe that Practice. 
Wine too liberally drank, and other ſtrong Pre- 
ſervatives taken daily at ſet Hours, threw a great 
many into this Diſtemper, who otherwiſe ve 
likely might have continued ſafe and free. The 
great Plague at Athens never touched the tem- 
„ perate and ſober Socrates, nor ſcarce in any 
Age ever affected thoſe like him.“ |

that the Plague was firſt ſent by God to chaſtiſe 
Men for their Sins; and therefore for the ex- 
tirpating of it, Prayers and religious Offices were 
made uſe of, as well as Medicines.

«© member FHippocrates's Precept: Let Labour,

« derately. I knew a great many, who, (ſays

concerned amongſt the Infected without any 
Damage from the Contagion.” 

AR r. 188. Dr. Henry Sayer, a ſucceſsful Phy- Dr. Sayer's 

fician, boldly viſited in the Plague in London, Method. 
in the Year 1640, when moſt of the reſt-of the 
Phyſicians would not adventure to undertake it. 
That he might fortify himſelf againſt the Con- 
tagion, he was wont to drink a large Draught 
of generous Wine before he went into any of 
the infected Houſes ; and after he had gone his 
round, he drank another ſuch a Glafs of the 
ſame : Ar laſt he died at the Caſtle of Walling- 
ford, having lain in the ſame Bed with a certain 
Duke. His Method of Cure was on this wiſe ; 
if he was called in before any Exanthemata or 
Buboes appeared externally, he moſt commonly 
gave Vomits of an Infuſion of Crocus Metallorum, 
ſometimes with Roman Vitriol; after the Vomit- 
ing was over, he gave Sudorificks, and ordered 
that the Sweats ſhould be continued throughout 
the Courſe of the Diſtemper, forbearing only 
now and then a little time between for refreſh- 
ments ſake, that their Strength might hold out: 
But if he was ſent for after the afore-mentioned 
Tumours or Exanthemata were viſible, he omit- 
ted the Vomiting, and inſiſted wholly on the uſe 
of the Diaphoreticks.

& bit of Myrrh, held in the Mouth, by thoſe

* be a very good Preſervative againſt Infection. 


A certain Phyſician, in the time of a raging 


4 Plague, made for himſelf and ſome others a 
Seton in each Groin, by which means he and 
„they eſcaped the Contagion. Foreſtus, Die- 
& merbroeck, the French, the Engliſh, and Ger- 
* mans (ſays Boerhaave) have obſerved that all 
* the Soap-bollers and Venders of it, all the 
„ Waſher-women, and all they whoſe Buſineſs 
e it was to uſe Soap, nay, thoſe who only wore 
Shirts waſhed with Soap, preſently died in the 
Plague.“ 


The Virtues of ART. 190. The moſt able and ſkilful Phyſi-

clans amongſt the Indians ( ſays Piſo) rely more 
on the Virtues of Lemons, than they do on the 
Bezoar Stone or Theriaca Andromachi, againſt ma- 
lignant Diſeaſes, peſtilential Fevers, and even 
Poiſons. And I can without vanity affirm, that 
in all my Practice, I have not found ſuch good 
Effects from any one ſimple Medicine, as from 
Lemons, 


IT is in common Practice among the Turks 


(ſays Dr. Harris in his Tract of Childrens Diſ- 


| eaſes, p. 88.) to cure the Plague, by taking 


great Quantities of the Juice of Lemons ; they 
ſoop it in their Broth, and fequently take into 
their Mouths pieces of Lemons with Sugar, which 
they chew and ſwallow; alſo they drink of a

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Liquor we vulgarly call Sherbet; that is to ſay, 


they cure the Plague by the moſt cold Regi- 
men ; amongſt them the renowned Virtues of 
our hot Alexipharmicks are hardly known, or at 
leaſt they have no opinion of them.

ArT. 193. The Engliſh Sweating-Sickneſs 7;eSwearings 
began in the Year 1485, about the beginning of Sic. 


the Month of Auguſt, and laſted until the end 
of October: And although Sennertus ſays, that 
we had it here in England perpetually, after 
that, for forty Years together, yet our own 
Countrymen, both Phy/icians and Hiſtorians, who 
lived at or near that very time, (Art. 196.) have 
obſerved to us, that it had, during that ſpace 
of time, very long Intermiſſions, and great In- 
tervals of perfect ceſſation from it, and that in 
ſixty- ſix Years it returned only four times, wiz. 
in the Years 1506, 1517, 1528, and 1551. Tt 


hardly ever continued at one time more than 
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ſix Months, and ſometimes it laſted not above 
three ; it was obſervable, that there always was 
a very wet Seaſon precedent, before it happened. 
But every one of thoſe Years it raged, it is cer- 
tain, it occaſioned a terrible Mortality; inſo- 
much, that in the Places where it was, it ſwept 
away 1n a very ſhort time one third of the In- 
habitants. So great was its Malignity, that ſo 
ſoon as ever it entered a City, it would every 
day attack five or fix Hundred, and of thoſe 
that were ſeized with it, in the beginning, ſcarce 
one of an Hundred eſcaped.

is briefly and methodically deſcribed by Senner- 
tus, conſonant to our own Writers, I ſhall here 
inſert. Thoſe that were ſeized with it, without 
having any ſuch thing as Buboes, Carbuncles, 
or malignant Spots, were taken with an exceſſive 
Languor, and were diſpirited to the laſt degree, 
their Strength gone, they complained of the 
greateſt Diſquietude and Anxiety, of a great Pain 
in the Head, they had a frequent, quick, and 
unequal Pulſe, great Palpitation of the Heart ; 
but [what waz moſt remarkable] they were over- 
whelmed with vaſt profuſe Sweats, which ended 
not until the Diſeaſe itſelf terminated, which was 
in twenty-four Hours. For as to thoſe who took 
no care to excite ſuch a Sweat, neglecting Cor- 
dial Medicines, and who, through impatience, 
would not bear the Heat, but expos'd themſelves 
to the cold Air, they died ſuddenly before the 
end of twenty-four Hours. Afterwards, when 
the nature of the Diſtemper was better known, 
and they made uſe of Sudorificks, and fortified 
themſelves with Cordials, fewer of them died. 
ART. 195. Polydore Virgil writes a little more 


accurately about the Cure, to this effect, viz,

ſervations had been made of Methods and 
Things advantageous and hurtful in the Diſ- 
temper, it came to paſs at length, that they 
hit on the following happy Means. If any one 
was taken in the Day-time with this Sweating 
Malady, he muſt preſently go to bed with his- 
Clothes all on about him; if he was ſeized in 
the Night, there he muſt lie, and not ſtir from 
the Place until the twenty-four Hours were ex- 
pired ; they were not to be covered with ſo many 
Clothes as would force them into a violent Swear, 
but only with as many as were ſufficient to pro- 
mote and carry on a moderate ſpontaneous Sweat; 
they were to eat nothing in that time, if they 
could faſt ſo long; what they drank ſhould 
be very warm, and not exceeding in Quantity, 
what was cuſtomary, enough only to quench 
Thirſt; whilſt they were proſecuting this Me- 
thod of Cure, they were to be under a ſtrict 
Obligation not to put ſo much as a Hand or 
Foot out of the Bed to cool it, for that was as 
much as their Lives were worth. Some tell us, 
that for the twenty-four Hours they were not to 
be ſuffered to ſleep. Some that recovered out 
of this peſtilential Sweating, afterwards, when 
they had remained well for ſome time, relapſed 
into it a ſecond time, nay, and ſometimes a 
third time.

the end of October. And after that appeared 
at five other different times in our Iſland, and 


that always in the Summer time; firſt, in 1485, 


then in 1506, and in 1517, a third time, when 
it was ſo very acute, that inſtantaneouſly al- 
moſt, in ſo ſhort a time as three Hours, it 
ſtruck them dead; many of the Nobility died, 
and multitudes of the common People; in 
ſome Towns it ſwept away half the Inhabi- 
tants. At length, in 1528 it returned the fourth 
time, when they died in fix hours; at that 
time the Life of King Henry the Eighth him- 
ſelf was very much in danger; a great many 
belonging to the Court died. The Year fol- 
lowing, viz. 1529, only that once it affected 
Holland and Germany, where there died a great 
many. Finally, in the Year 1551, it invaded 
England the laſt time; at Weſtminſter died an 
hundred and twenty every day. At Shrewſ- 
bury particularly, where our Author Caius re- 
ſided, it prevailed with a mighty Slaughter, 
and the Deſcription of it is as tremendous as 
that of the Plague at Athens, It raged in this 
Town for ſeven Months together, in which 
time a thouſand died of it. This Diſtemper 
is called by him, with the greateſt Propriety of

long as the Diſtemper laſted: For by what means 
ſoever the perſpiration was diminiſhed, in-

, Quence of it was Death; wherefore the Per- 


ſons ſeized with the Diſtemper were by all poſ- 
ſible means to be well defended from the cold 
Air, and if the Sweats flowed not plentifully of 
their own accord, they were to be promoted 
by Sudorifick Medicines, and the Addition of 
Bed-Clothes, and the Strength to be ſupported 
with Wine and Cordials.

Hours were compleated. In ſome, there was 


a Neceſſity to repeat the Sweating; in ſtrong 


Conſtitutions, twelve times. Some who had

firſt five Hours; the ſeventh Hour the Diſtem- 
per increaſed, at which time the Delirium came 
on. Sleep was to be avoided through the whole 
Courſe of the Diſtemper, and Fleſh-meat was 
not to be allowed. Poſtſcript; It appear:d by 


Experience, as the Lord Bacon obſerves, that 


this Diſeaſe was rather a Surprize upon Nature, 
than obſtinate to Remedies, if it were in time 
rightly treated. For when proper Care was ta- 
ken, the Patient generally recovered.

Complexion are more ſubject to Pleuriſies than 


others; a Pleuriſy begins with a Coldneſs and

After a few. Hours (tho' ſometimes not ſo ſoon) 


comes on a violent pricking Pain in the Side of

ART. 218. Any part of the Integuments of the. 
inſide of the Thorax, is liable to be attacked by 
a Pleuriſy, whether it be the Pleura or the Me- 
diaſtinum; and therefore the pricking Pain may 
be felt in any Part of the Thorax, but moſt com- 
monly it attacks the Sides; and this having a 
Fever joined with it, makes a true Pleuriſy ; but 
if ſuch a Pain attacks the ſuperior Intercoſtal 
Muſcles, it is called a ſpurious Pleuriſy. 

ART. 219. In a true Pleuriſy, Blood in large 
Quantity ought timely to be taken away, and 
that by a large Orifice; it will be neceſſary alfo to 
repeat the Bleeding as often as the Urgency of the 
Symptoms may require it; the Rule 1s to let 
Blood ſo often, until there no longer appears a 
Sizineſs on the top of it. Fomentations and 
Liniments may be uſed externally. For internal 
Uſe, Diluters, Reſolvents, Refrigerants, and Le- 
nients that will aſſuage Pain, are proper; and 
all ſuch things ſhould be taken very warm and 
in great Quanrities. Sometimes the Part that 
is inflamed, tends to Suppuration, which is to 
be known from the obſtinate Violence of the 
Pain and Fever, &c. continuing longer than the 
4th Day; that an Abſceſs is formed, may be 
known by a frequent Shivering, a Remiſſion of 
Pain, Shortneſs of Breath, and.the being able to 
lie only on one Side, (which 1s the Side that is 
affected.) When the Abſceſs is broken, the pu- 
rulent Matter falls into the Cavity of the Tho- 
rax, and increaſes by the Diſcharge from the 
Ulcer, which occaſions an Empyema, of which 
hereafter. But ſometimes the part affected be- 
comes Scirrbous, with an adheſion of the Lungs 
and Pleura, from whence an Aſibma, and dry 

Cough, 
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Cough, an incurable Malady ; unleſs perhaps 
there may be ſome relief had from much Exer- 
ciſe and Riding. Sometimes a' Pleuriſy turns to 
a Gangrene, which occaſions ſudden Death; that 
a Gangrene 1s begun, is to be known from the 
Delirium, the livid Colour of the Thorax, a ſort 
of bilious Spitting, and from a ſudden Ceſſation 
of Pain, which one cannot otherwiſe account 
for. | 

ART. 220. A Peripneumony is an Inflamma- 
tion of the whole Lungs, or elſe of one Lobe 
only ; the firſt is juſtly looked upon to be incu- 
rable, by reaſon of the Magnitude of the Diſ- 
temper; the other ſometimes admits of Cure; 
it is treated after the ſame manner, and with the 
ſame Remedies as a Pleuriſy, and moſt com- 
monly hath the ſame Event. If the Inflamma- 


tion be not diſcuſſed, in fourteen Days time an 


Abſceſs will be formed, which is called a Vo- 
mica; the Tokens of which are Shiverings, an 
Abatement of the Pain, and a low Pulſe, the 
difficulty of Breathing, Thirſt, and a flight Fe- 
ver in the Evenings ſtill remaining, c. Upon 
this ſometimes a ſudden Suffocation follows from 
an Eruption of the purulent Matter into the 
Aſpera Arteria, ſometimes it is evacuated by 
Spitting it up in great Quantities; 'or, if the 
Rupture ſo happens, it falls into the Cavity of 
the Thorax, from whence an Empyema, a Phthi- 
fis, &c. Laſtly, the purulent Matter is ſome- 
times reſorbed, by tne pulmonary Veins, and 1s 
mixed with the Blood, and by means of the Cir- 
culation is depoſited in ſome one of the /7/cera, 
as the Liver, the Spleen, the Brain, &c. and 
from hence it comes to pats, that Peripneumonick 
Abſceſſes _—_—— about the Ears, the Legs, the 
Hypochpndria, where if they ſuddenly diſappear,

old People, and ſuch as are of Pituitous, Cold; 
Catarrhous Conſtitutions, and ſuch as are trou- 
bled with Defluxions of Rheums, are more ſub- 
ject to this Diſtemper than others. It creeps on 
unawares upon People with a fallacious Lenity 
at firſt ; they are ſlightly indiſpoſed, complain- 
ing of a fort of Wearineſs and Debility, they 
ſeem to be diſpirited, they grow ſhort-breathed, 
feel an Oppreſſion of the Breaſt ; but the Diſor- 
der being hardly conſiderable enough to raiſe 
any great preternatural Heat or Fever, they are 
not apprehenſive of any Danger: After a while 
they are ſeized with Shiverings, and a ſmall Fe- 
ver; upon which the Difficulty of Breathing 
and great Weakneſs increaſe, and Death a 
proaches, which ſurprizes the By-ſtanders, the 
Urine and Pulſe having not preſaged ſuch a ſud- 
den Change. 

ART. 222, The Diſtemper is cured by Bleed- 
ing, Clyſters, a ſlender Diet, Diluents, abſterging, 
and gently opening Medicines. ** I have briefly 
and haſtily collected theſe few Things; but 


concerning theſe pectoral Caſes, that famous

pleuritick Perſons have not only the Pleura in-

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Lungs, the Mediaſtinum is inflamed, viz. the 
Duplicature of the Pleura under the Sternum, 
which Inflammation is not called by any parti- 
cular Name.

neſs, which if he does, the Caſe is plain; by 


this means thoſe occult Pleuriſies may be diſco- 
vered to the great benefit and advantage of thoſe, 
who labour under them. | 


ART, 228. The facility or difficulty of Reſpi- The Progne- 


ration in this Diſtemper affords the beſt Progno- ###. 


ſtick. It is likely to go very bad with Fleuri- 
ticks, when they do nor expectorate at all; the 
beſt Hopes of Relief in ſuch Caſe, is, if a large 
Flux of Urine comes on inſtead of Spitting. I 
have always ſeen thoſe recover out of Pleuriſies, 
who have had a Pain in the internal Parts of 


their Ear, which has come to ſuppuration. If 


no white Cruſt appears on the Surface of the 
Blood drawn off in Pleuriſies, it is a very bad 
Sign, Hippocrates aſſerts, that Relapſes in Pleu- 
rifies are almott always mortal.

Dry Pleuriſies, 
(ſays the ſame) and where there is no Expecto- 
ration, are the ſevereſt; they are alſo much to 
be feared, when the Pains tend upwards. A 
Peripneumony upon a Pleuriſy is a very ill Sign, 
and a Phrenſy upon a Peripneumony. Hip. Apb. 
Bleeding (ſays Celſus) is a proper Remedy in 
great and recent Pains ; but in ſlight Caſes, and 
where Pains have been of long ſtanding, it will 
be ſuperfluous, or at leaſt too late to do any ſer- 
vice by it; one had better have recourſe to the 
uſe of Cupping-Glaſſes with Scarification.

and the Abſceſs following upon it, is commonly 
called Hepatitis. Generally ſpeaking, in all In- 
flammations of the Liver, there is felt an ob- 
ſcure, deep, tenſe, and heavy Pain in the right 
Hypochondrium, which, as it tends to Suppura- 
tion, is uſually more or leſs pungent; there is 
alſo a ſlow Fever, which is more or leſs acute, 
according to the degree of the Inflammation. 
They who labour under it, are forced to lie on 
their Backs almoſt continually ; eſpecially, if 
the Diaphragm be affected, and there be a dry 
Cough. In general, the Symptoms are not ſo 
violent in an Hepatitis, as they are in a true 
Pleurify. It is a dangerous Malady, which often 
ends in Death, or elſe it is diſperſed, or gradually 
ſuppurates, or degenerates into a Scirrbus. When 
it ſuppurates, the purulent Matter is diſcharged 
ſometimes by Stool, ſometimes by Urine, and 
ſometimes by Expectoration. A Singultus is one 
of the worſt of Symptoms.

There are various Diſtem- evi 
pers of this kind, even from the ſevereſt Apo- or 
plexy, (wherein the Origin of all the Nerves Iut, 
are compreſſed, and their Vibrations intercept- Hu 
ed from being propagated to the place of der 
Senſation,) quite down to the lighteſt. kind of an 
Dulneſs or Stupidity. To theſe we may in ſol 
ſome meaſure refer the Faintings and Fits of I. 
Hypochondriact and Hyſterick Perſons. The ſe- ci 
cond is when the chief Symptom is the Imped:- du 


men. 
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ment, or the total Loſs of voluntary Motion : Of 
this kind are the Paralytick Diſtempers, from 
the univerſal Palſy even to a ſlothful Inactivity, 
an Unaptneſs of the Joints for Motion, and a 
Coldneſs of the Limbs; and this Imbecillity 
ſeems to be owing to the Weakneſs of the Fi- 


bres and Nerves, . eſpecially of thoſe of the 


Muſcles, their Elaſticity being much impaired. 
Laſtly, the third kind is when the chief Symp- 


toms are Spaſms, Contractions and convulſive Mo- 


tions of the Muſcles : Such are convulſive Diſ- 
tempers ſo called, from the Epilepſy, and the 
Convulſions in hypochondriack and hyſterick 
Fits, down even to a Yawning and Stretching: 
And theſe generally ſpeaking are owing to ſome 
acrimonious Stimulus, the Origin of which is a 
certain ſaline and corroding Acrimony of the 
Fluids, ſometimes an acid and ſtimulating 4ura, 
a Vapour or obſtructed Perſpiration. This Diſ- 
tribution of nervous Diſtempers into their ge- 
neral Diviſions ſeems to be exceeding natural 


and moſt extenſive. Such Diſtempers as theſe 
ſtick, as inſeparable Companions, to thoſe who. 


have weak and feeble Fibres; and as that 
Weakneſs is greater or leſs, there is according- 
ly a Languor and Debility of all the animal 
Functions. | 
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ART. 275. From what hath been ſaid, it is The indications 


evident, that there will ariſe three Indications 7 


or Intentions of Cure; viz. The firſt is, to di- 
lute, attenuate, and take off the Sizineſs of the 
Humours, to open the obſtrufted Veſſels, and ren- 
der them permeable. The ſecond 1s, to obtund 
and abate the Acrimony of the Humours, to diſ- 


ſolve the Coagulations, and to break the Spicula. 


The third and laſt Intention, which is the prin- 
cipal of all, is, to reftore to the ſolid Parts their 
due Tone and Elaſticity. But we are by no means

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cite a teveriſh Heat. In gummy Medicines there

to endeavour to anſwer this laſt Intention, un- 
til we have ſucceſsfully purſued the two former, 


ſo far as the Nature of the Diſtemper may ſeem 


to require. For as long as the Sizineſs or A- 


crimony of the Humours remains, in vain ſhall 


we attempt to do it; or if we ſhould ſucceed 
in it, the bracing up the Fibres in ſuch Caſe 
would be to the hurt and damage of the Pati- 


ent: And truly this is a very momentous Ad- 


monition. After having firſt made the proper 
Evacuations which are neceſſary, the firſt In- 
tention is to be anſwered by Remedies, which 
by their Weight, Agility, or other Property, 
are known to be fit to incide, attenuate, and 
render fluid thoſe thick, viſcid, and ſizy Hu- 
mours ; ſuch as, Calomelas, Athiops mineralis, 
Cin. Antimon. & nativ. Antimonium Diaphoret. 
Bezoardicum Minerale & Joviale, Sal Jovis, Suc. 
antiſcorbut. Vin. & Cereviſ. med. Decodt. è lign. 
&c. Among which, I think the preference 
is to be given to Cin. Antimon. which above all 


others 1s leaſt diſagreeable to the Stomach ; nor 


will it ſo eaſily torment the Guts with Gripes, 
or excite Purging, eſpecially if it be freſh and 


well prepared. I myſelf have very often much 


admired its Virtues, when no other Medicines 


given with it could ſhare the leaſt part of its 


Praiſe. 

In order to obtain our Purpoſe in the ſecond 
Intention, the Virtues of ſulphureous Medicines 
are truly wonderful ; for the ſame Purpoſes alſo 
Abſorbents, and thoſe called alkaline, gummy and 
volatile Medicines, are convenient: In the mean 
time, one ſhould be cautious not to give Vola- 
tiles unſeaſonably, in too great quantities : For 
then the Humours not being ſufficiently diluted, 
they agitate them with too much force, and ex- 
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as long as the Perſon lives. 
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is a wonderful Power of dividing and attenuat- 
ing, like that of Soap; and the Effects of ſoapy 
Medicines are ſufficiently known in opening Ob- 
ſtruCtions, eſpecially in curing the Jaundice. But 
ſince they are endowed with .an extraordinary 
heating Quality, they are never to be given be- 
fore the Humors are ſufficiently diluted. To 
conclude : For the laſt Intention, which 1s to 
conſtringe the relaxed Fibres, and to ſtrengthen 
and corrugate thoſe that are too much ſtretched, 
the following Medicines are very proper: Cortex 
Peruv. Cort. Elutherii, Viſcus arboreus, Cinnam. 
Calom. aromat. Cort. Aurantior. Amara quæcunque, 
Catecheu, Rhabarb. torrefact. Styptic. e ferro parat. 


Ag. chalybeat, But the Cortex Peruv. is better 


than all the reſt, as I have learnt by manifold 
and many Years Experience, in all the Diſtem- 
pers of relaxed Fibres.

And ſuch indeed, though they are without Sleep 
for ſuch long Spaces of time, yet they undergo 
it without any remarkable waſting of their 
Strength. 

ART. 292. In old People, that want Sleep, = eld Men. 
Opiats and Anodynes are not ſo proper to be 
given, as Aromatics and fortifying Remedies, and 
Analepticks, of ſweet Wine, Cc. Theſe laſt ſuc- 
ceed much better. 

ART. 293. Natural Reſt is a State of the Sleep, what ; 
Body, in which the Flux of the Spirits into the 2 
external Organs is leſſened, that is, in reſpect of Ow 
their Motion in Watchings ; but yet it is not 
quite aboliſhed. In Sleep all Secretions are di- 
miniſhed, except Sweat and inſenſible Perſpira- 
tion. Moderate Sleep much conduces to Health, 
in perfecting the Digeſtions, and recruiting 
Strength.

complicated with a Fever and Delirium. Le- 


. thargick Perſons, (ſays Aurelianus,) are gently 


to be rouzed by being called by their Names, 
for to torment them by continual Vellications, 
or making any ſort of ſtrong Impreſſions on them, 


. would be no manner of Benefit, but only increaſe 


their Inquietude. You are to make uſe of gen- 
tle Friction of the Joints, and the Roughneſs, 
and Dryneſs of the Tongue is to be moiſtened 
with a Spunge dipped in warm Water, &c. 

ART. 297. A Carus is a more profound Sleep 
without a Fever, in which- the Perfon being 


rouzed, ſcarce opens his Eyes, and anſwers not;

Reſpiration being entire: This is the next De- 
gree to an Apoplexy. 

ART. 298. The Cure of theſe Affections, 
which depend upon a Fever, and are the Sym

of Fevers; and the reſt, which are without a 
Fever, feem to be ſlight Degrees of an Apo- 


- plexy. When ſleepy Diſeaſes ſucceed other Diſ- 


tempers, Fevers, &c. a Vein is not raſhly to be 
opened, but Purging | 1s to be ordered; and in- 
deed in theſe Cafes, Dr. Radcliffe, a Phyſician 
of a great Name, uſed to give a Scruple of Ref. 
Falap. with wonderful Succeſs In a Carus, Le- 
thargy, and other ſleepy Diſtempers, Vinegar 
blown into the Noſtrils rouzes more than any al- 
kaline volatile Spirit. 

ART. 299. A Coma-Vigil is when, as to the 
external Organs of Senſe, there is the greateſt 
Degree of Sleepineſs, but in reſpect of the in- 
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ternal, perpetual Watchings : The Sick lies with 
cloſed Eyes, and ſeems to ſleep, but yet cannot, 
being hinder'd with a Variety of Images and 
Ravings : It is ſeldom a Diſtemper by itſelf, but 
rather a Symptom of a Fever. It uſes to be the 
Sign of an approaching Phrenſy.

There are three De- 
grees of it: Firſt, a Simple Vertigo, when there 
is only a Turning which preſently vaniſhes; ſe- 
condly, a dark Vertigo, or Scotomia, when the 
Eyes are darkened with a Cloud, or ſeveral Co- 
lours appear before the Eyes; thirdly, Vertigo 
caduca, when the Perſon preſently falls down, 
and this comes neareſt to an Epilepſy.

of the Hemorrhoids, or of the Menſes, by a 
Diarrhœa or a great Fever coming upon it. If 
the Apoplexy be more ſevere, it uſually termi- 
nates in a paralytick Diſorder of ſome part of 
the Body, or of all one Side, which 1s termed 
an Hemiplegia; or ſometimes all the Body be- 
low the Head, which is called Paraplegia, and 
is ſeldom curable, but always leaves behind it 
a great Defect of Memory, Judgment and Mo- 
tion. An exquiſite Apoplexy quickly carries off 
the Patient; it is ſeldom known that they live 
beyond the ſeventh Day.

Yet in the uſe of all theſe oftentimes the Miſ- 
chief is increaſed, the Matter being more vio- 
lently moved and afterwards fixed, and the 
Strength ſinking under the Evacuations. There- 
fore, in endeavouring a Diſſolution, we are to 
inſiſt upon Zvacuations and Revulſions, as much 
as the Caſe will bear ; whence the Rule (of Hip- 
pocrates) Bleeding, except it reheves, kills. (And 
of Celſus, it kills or cures.) But if it is occaſioned 
by a hot Cauſe, and the Diſtemper ſeems inflam- 
matory, then preſently take a large quantity of 
Blood out of the Jugular Veins, and repeat it as 
there is occaſion ; by which, if the Diſtemper 
is curable, ſome relief will ariſe. A Diarrhea is 
by all means to be promoted; give Diluters, At- 
tenuants, and Diureticks: Keep the Patient as 
much as you can out of Bed, eſpecially from 
lying down.

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Deafneſs, afterward a loſs of all the Senſes, and at 
laſt Death. In the Brain of one dead of an Apo- 
plexy, (ſays Cheſelden) I have obſerved all the 
Blood-Veſſels diſtended with Blood, the Ventri- 
cles, and the Subſtance of the Brain itſelf more 
than uſually full of Lympha, and the Dura Ma- 
ter very much thickened, &c. Emeticks (ſays Do- 
Leus) from the Teſtimony of Experience, what- 
ever Sylvius ſays to the contrary, give the great- 
eſt Relief. There is no Remedy more pow- 
« erful in all ſleepy Diſtempers than, Fiſs. or 
„Fiji. of Vinum Emeticum by the Mouth, and 
« 7115, or iv. in a Clyſter. If the Clyſters given 
« ſtay up too long, the diſcharge is to be pro- 
« moted with ſharp Suppoſitories; in particu- 
« lar with a piece of Venetian Soap cut in the 
« ſhape of an Acorn.” We admit of Bleeding in 
all Apoplexies, in all Ages, and even in very old 
Perſons : To thoſe that are timorous, inſtead of 
theſe, we order Leeches or Cupping- Glaſſes. 
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AR r. 326. Rhodius hath obſerved, that in all 4 frorg Pulſ 


comatous Affections, eſpecially a Lethargy and deceitful. 


Apoplexy, whilſt the Pulſe from a ſmall one be- 
came great, and gradually increaſed to a re- 
markable Magnitude, ſuch died in a little time; 
for the Pulſe in this Diſtemper is moſt com- 
monly ſtrong and full, which deceives a great 
many.

The Sentiments of ETTMULLER, 


ART. 332. The Names Paralyſis and Paręſis Paralyſs and 
ſeem only to intimate a difference in the degree . 
of the Diſeaſe, the former being the grand Diſ- 
temper, the other pretty much the ſame as to 
Eſſence, but a ſlighter kind. A Paralyfis or 
Palſy, in propriety of Speech, is a Reſolution 
and Relaxation of the Ligaments and Mem- 
branes ſerving for Motion; it 1s not cauſed 
from Obſtructions of the Nerves, but merely 
from a Reſolution of the membranous and ner- 
vous Parts; and herein it is diſtinguiſhed from 


a Paraplegia, which derives its original from an 


Obſtruction of the Nerves. This Obſtruction 
comes after an Apoplexy, Epilepſy, Convul- 
ſions, Vertigo, Sc. which Diſtempers are change- 
able one into the other, and very often end 
in a Paraplegia. But a Palſy before- mentioned, 
comes on after other Diſtempers vaſtly diffe- 
rent, viz. the Scurvy, the Hypochondriack

Arr. 350. A Catalepſis or Catoche, fo called 
by the Greeks, and Congelatio by the Latins and 
Arabians, is a Diſtemper, in which they that 
labour under it, remain ſtiff, as if they were 
frozen up, in the ſame Poſture they were, when 
ſeized with it: Yet ſometimes they have ſome 
imperfect Senſe of Hearing and Seeing, and re- 
member ſome things, which they tell of, when 
they are got out of it; if any thing be put into 
their Mouths, they ſwallow it; and if any one 
forces them along, they will walk. The Sol- 
diers that were taken with this Diſtemper at the 
Siege of Metz, held their Spears in their Hands, 


and the Horſemen purſued their March, as 


others did, who were well. It is a Diſtemper 


that ſeldom happens, but it is very acute, com- 
monly determining in Death in three or four 


days time at the fartheſt; ſometimes however, 
it changes into an Epileph, Apoplexy, or. Me- 


lancholy : In general, very few recover out of it; 


and no one gets rid of it, that is ſeized a ſecond 
time.

Ar. 373. Sneezing is a convulſive Motion Sneezing, |

ART. 374. Too much Sneezing is a Diſeaſe 
of the convulſive kind, and therefore in general 
requires the ſame Cure. Lenients and Mucilages

ART. 375. Epileptick Fits are convulſive Mo- 
tions, in which the whole Body, or a great many 
Parts, are variouſly contracted, vibrated, or agi- 
tated, There are three Degrees of this Dif- 
temper: The firft little differs from the third 


Degree of a Vertigo. (303.) In the Second De- 


gree there are various Agitations and Gelticula- 
tions, the external and internal Senſes either 
remaining entire, or being hurried into Deli- 
riums; they dance, ſing, laugh, weep, talk 
ridiculouſly, baul out aloud, ſtrike their Breaſt : 
After they are out of the Fit, ſometimes they 
remember all that has paſt, ſometimes they 


know nothing of it. In the Third Degree, all 


the Uſe both of Senſe and Reaſon is loſt, they 
fall upon the Ground, gnaſh with their Teeth; 
they lift up the Body very much, froth at the 
Mouth, bite their Lips and Tongue, &c. After 
a while the Symptoms growing milder and remit- 
ting, the Perſons lie as if aſleep, and when they 
come to themſelves know nothing of what is 
paſt, but only complain of a Numbneſs, and a 
fort of Heavineſs of their Head, and a Wearineſs 
of their Limbs: Thoſe who have it in the ſe- 
cond Degree, are imagined by the Vulgar to be 
poſſeſſed by the Devil. 

' ART. 376. It has been obſerved that the Epi- 
lepſy, eſpecially the eſſential Epilepſy, is very 
much governed by the Moon. An habitual 
Epilepſy ſometimes continues with a Perſon 


many Years, without putting an end to his Life; 


however, the long Continuance and frequent Fits 
are apt to impair both the Body and Mind;

they enervate the Body with paralytick Diſor- 
ders, and oppreſs the Mind with wild Imagi- 
nations, Forgetfulneſs and Stupidity. When 
this Diſtemper ſeizes People after they are 25 
Years old, it commonly continues with them 
their whole Life, according to Hippocrates ; but 
this 1s not univerſally true. In Children there 
is great Hopes, that the Diſtemper will leave 
them about the time of their Puberty. 
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ART. 377. The Cure is to be begun with The Gwe. 


Emeticks, eſpecially if the Diſtemper is occaſi- 
oned by any Diſorder of the Stomach, Mercur. 
Dulc. is to be mixed with Purgatives, which 
ought alſo to be of a milder kind; Abſorbents 
are commended ; Chalybeats, Mineral Waters, 
Decoct. e Lignis, Tſues: If Bleeding is made uſe 
of, let it be done in the Ankle.

As r. 380. The Epilepſy is a Diſtemper moſt 
difficult to be cured ; tho ſometimes it admits 
of cure by the help of proper Remedies; ſome- 
times it leaves the Perſon of its own accord, 
which uſually happens about the time of Puber- 
ty; ſome die of it, with others it is changed 
into ſome other Diſeaſe, viz. into a Palſy, Stu- 
pidity, or the loſs of the Underſtanding, or into 
a confirmed Melancholy, (incurable Maladies.) 
Alphonſus Ferrius affirms, that he hath cured ſe- 
veral epileptick Perſons with a Decoction of Guaia- 
cum alone, given twice a-day to the quantity of 
6 or 8 Qunces, ordering them for their common 
Drink a ſecond Decoction of the ſame Wood 
(as is uſually done in the Lues Venerea.) If to 
the Decoction of Guaiacum were added Radix

alſo in its kind, (all one as the Arteries do, 
when the Heart ſuffers a Palpitation) and this 
it continues to do, until the noxious Matter be

ART. 402. The Hyſterick Paſſion (ſays Ga- 
len) truly is but one Name, but it comprehends 
under it an innumerable Variety of Accidents. 
Amongſt other Symptoms common to this Diſ- 
temper, a Senſation of Coldneſs is a very re- 


markable one, which the Sick perceive riſing 


along their Back, and preſently ſpreading through- 
out the whole Body; a Head-ach enſues, and 
ſometimes a Palpitation of the Heart, and Faint- 
ing, and then in a little time they gradually 
come to themſelves again. In others, the Cold 
being over, a conſiderable Heat ſucceeds, which 
brings on moſt of the Symptoms before-men- 
tioned with ſome new ones. Sometimes in the 
beginning of the Fit, the Cold is ſcarce perceiv- 
able, and then the ſeverer Symptoms do not 
exert themſelves, till after the Acceſſion of Heat. 
By reaſon of the violent and perpetual Spaſms 
of the Diaphragma, and the Muſcles ſerving to 


Reſpiration, hyſterick Women ſometimes lie a 


long time as if they were dead, without (ſen- 
ſible) Reſpiration, nay ſometimes for a whole 
Day and longer. It is to be well obſerved, that 
this Diſtemper goes and comes, and hath its Fits, 
as in Intermitung Fevers, though they do. not 
return at certain and fixed Periods. ART. 
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ART. 403. The primary Cauſes of this Diſ- The Cauſes. 
temper are, Crudities and Indigeſtions, which 
moſt commonly, before the coming of the Fit, 

roduce a Heavineſs and Diſorder in the Sto- 
mach, a Grumbling and Rumbling in the Guts, 
which occaſion a Diſorder of the Spirits, which 
is the proximate Cauſe of the reſt of the Symp- 
toms: The more remote Cauſes ariſe from ſome 
Error in reſpect of the ſix Non-naturals. 

ART. 404. In order to lay down a right Me- The Method of 
thod of Cure, the Phyſician is accurately to dif- ix. 
tinguiſh the Conſtitution of the Patient, whe- 
ther it be ſanguine and cholerick, or phlegma- 
tick and melancholy; and alſo the peculiar kind 
of Crudity, whether it renders the Craſis of the 
Blood too viſcid and glutinous, or too lax and 
prone to Fermentation. The fundamental Cure 
of hyſterick Affections chiefly depends upon 
this Point; for from the ſtate and nature of theſe 
things, quite different one from another, ariſe 
alſo different Indications. A Senſation of Cold 
in the Back, alſo a weak and flow Pulſe, argue 
the Sizineſs of the Blood; a quick Pulſe, a great 
Heat ſucceeding the Cold, and the Smell of 
Muſk, Civet, Amber, occaſioning a Fit, Sc. 
ſhew the State of the Blood more looſe and ſub- 
ject to Fermentation.

Ax r. 414. Amongſt all the Faculties of the 
human Mind, there is not any one of them, 
that hath perplexed the Philoſophers with ſo 
much Difficulty to account for, as the Memory.

In fo great an Accumulation of Ideas, how

itſelf, out of ſo great a Multitude of Ideas, can 
preciſely rouze and cull forth fuch only as fits

The Sentiments of C#LIUS AURELITANUS, 


ART. 426. In the Diſtemper called Melancbolia 
or Melancholy, there is always an Anxiety and 
Inquietude of the Mind, a ſilent Sadneſs, and an 
Hatred of thoſe of their own Family ; they wiſh 
ſometimes to die, and ſometimes they deſire to 
live; they are continually ſuſpicious that every 
body i is endeavouring to circumvent them; they 
ſhed vain Tears, and make cauſeleſs Complaints, 
yet ſoon after perhaps they are gay and chearful, 
eſpecially after eating, with an Inflation of the 
Thorax: Moreover, they are affected with a great 
Heavineſs of the Head: Their Countenance is 
of a darkiſh pale, or ſomewhat livid, their Body 
emaciated and feeble, their Stomach does not di- 
geſt well, but caſt up putrid Belchings, they have 
Gripings of the Guts, Vomiting of Humours 
of divers Colours, and what they diſcharge by 
Stool is much of the ſame hue. © When the 
Diſtemper advances to a great Degree, ſome 
« will imagine themſelves to be Beaſts, or to be 
« earthen Veſſels, or they will fancy themſelves 
© to be dead; others will crow like a Cock,

ART. 427. Melancholy is a Delirium without Madneſs and 
a Fever, with Fear and Sorrow, and is ſo diſtin- ng 7 
ouiſhed from Madneſs, which is with Fury and Edel, 
Boldneſs. According to the different Diſpeſition 
of the melancholy Humour, the greateſt Variety 
of Deliriums happens; Some think themſelves 
Kings, Prophets; others a Grain of Wheat, 
others Glaſs or Wax; others think themſelves 
Dogs, Cats, Cocks, Sc. and therefore imitate 
the Voices of theſe Creatures, &c. 

ART. 428. Various are the Deliriums in various Yaris accords 
Perſons, according to the greater or leſs Violence ing ts Confti- 
of the Cauſe: For ſome are ſeized with outragious . 
Anger, and ſet upon every one they meet with, 
and tear their own Clothes; and ſometimes lay 
violent Hands on themſelves. But ſome are milder 
and more peaceable, and offer no Harm to thoſe 
about them, but only talk ridiculous enough of 
a great Variety of things: Sometimes they ſing 
and laugh, and have Symptoms which uſually 
happen in Melancholy, and Fooliſhneſs. The 
Melancholy, that comes and goes, uſually attacks 
the Perſon in the Month of February; they can- 
not ſtay ſo much as an Hour in a Place, but con- 
tinually wander, not knowing where they go.

Melancholy Perſons are almoſt 
always employed in thinking, and in thinking 
comprehend fewer Things in their Mind than 
uſually ; ſo that very often they think of the ſame 
Object Day and Night, not troubling themſelves 
with other things, which ſometimes are of much 
greater conſequence; and almoſt all Objects ſeem 
to them deformed, diſguiſed and diſmal.

ART. 435. The Diſpoſitions of the Mind 
follow the Temperament of the Body. The 
Foundation of Melancholy always lodges about 
the Hypochondria, however the remote internal 
Cauſe may ſometimes ariſe elſewhere, in which 
caſe the Spleen and the Womb are uſually blamed, 

ART. 4.36. In melancholy Perſons a vicious 
Acid chiefly abounds in the firſt Paſſages, which 
commonly makes them very ravenous. The 
Original of the Diſtemper is to be traced out, 
whether from Sadneſs and Paſſions of the Mind, 
or from melancholy Blood : In the firſt Caſe, 
the Pulſe is very obſcure, unequal, and almoſt 
loſt and creeping. 

ART. 437. The Foundation of the Cure of 
Melancholy conſiſts in Emeticks ; and antimonial 
Vomits are to be given in à large Doſe.

manner: Take of white Hellebore Root from 
half a Drachm to a Drachm, boil it in Wine 


till it is ſoft, then let that Wine be thrown 


away, and the Root be put into other Wine, 


and fo left all Night in a warm Place without 


boiling ;., then let it be ſtrained by a gentle or 
ſtrong Expreſſion, as it is required to be ſtronger . 
or weaker: The Virtues are extraordinary, and 
never to be praiſed too much. Crude Mitre and 
all nitrous Medicines are convenient: Remedies 
for the Cure of Hypochondriack Melancholy are 
of ſervice here alſo.

After the Hurt received, ſome fall into the Diſ- 


temper ſooner, ſome after a longer time, no 
leſs than a Year or more, but moſt commonly 
about the end of forty Days. 

ART. 445. The Signs after the Bite, pre- 
ſaging that the Diſtemper will take effect, are 
as follow; a ſort of Anxiety or Uneaſineſs, a 
Proclivity to Anger, interrupted and trouble- 
ſome Slecp, a Weight at the Stomach, Yawn- 
ing, and frequent extending the Limbs, an un- 
uſual Complaining of the Weather, although 
it be ſerene, a Diſregard for drinking any thing. 
The Sign of the Diſtemper, advanced to its 
height, is a Dread and Abhorrence of all 
Drinkables. . |

ARrT. 450. A Rabies ariſes from the biting of 
mad nh, eſpecially of a Dog, from whence 
proceeds the Hydrophobia ; thoſe that are bit be- 
come quite raging, and ſeem to be changed alto- 
gether into Brutes in their Manners, retaining 
ſcarce any thing Human. Beſides Dogs, alſo 
Cats, Cocks, Horſes, Mules, Wolves, Oxen, and 
the like ſort of Creatures become mad, and their 
Bitings are venomous, as are alſo the Bites of Men 
when they are enraged with Anger. It is to be 
noted, that even the moſt ſlight Bite, nay the leaſt 
Touch of Saliva communicated from the mad 
Creature, may occaſion Madneſs in its Time; ſo 
penetrating and malignant is that ſeminal Fer- 
ment. In the long Run of the Diſtemper, the 
Hydrophobia is a Symptom always concomitant. 


There are ſome Examples, though few, of a Hy- 


drophobia, without the Biting of a mad Creature; 
but it is a doubt whether in ſuch, ſome ſort of 
Infection did not precede: For the Contagion 
may lie hid ſometimes for two or more Years, 
before it breaks forth into Action. 

ART. 451. The Signs of Madneſs beginning 
in one that is bit, are Anxiety about the Heart, 
Anger without Cauſe, Complaints of the Trou- 
bleſomeneſs of the Air about them, of the Hea- 
vineſs of the Body, and Unaptneſs to Motion; the 
Perſon becomes melancholy, avoids the Light, 
abſtains from Drink, finds a Biting and Tickling, 
and ſometimes Pain i in the Part that was bit.

He and thoſe about him thought he had been 
taken with a 2uinſey, though there was no 
Swelling of the Throat, inwardly or out- 
wardly, and the Swallowing in no wiſe im- 
peded, c. At the laſt Extremity I was 
called to his Aſſiſtance; I told him the Diſ- 
temper was a Catarrbus Suffocativus : Preſent- 
ly as ſoon as I had ſpoke, he himſelf, who 
yet retained his Senſes, was ſenſible that that 
was the Diſtemper. I ordered Cupping- 
Glaſſes immediately to be applied ; but he 
died in a quarter of an Hour, before the Sur- 
geon could begin his Work. I have ſeen 
four more labouring under this fatal Diſtem- 
per, of which two only recovered.”

Enquiry muſt 
be made in what part the Stimulus of Coughing 
is felt, whether in the Larynx, or the Aſpera 
Arteria, or in the Breaſt, or lower down about 
the Scrobiculum Cordis; for this laſt betokens a 
Stomachick Cough, as the former denotes a peto- 
ral Cough: Let the Perſon fetch a deep Breath;

When the Cough ſounds 
hoarſe, and ſeems to come from a great Depth, 
it ſhews, that the Lungs are affected; when the 
Cough is ſuperficial, its feat is in the Aſpera 
Arteria.

Common viſcid Phlegm will ſwim upon the 
top of Water, but purulent Matter will ſink 
to the Bottom. A fat unctuous Matter is ſeen 
ſometimes to ſwim on the Urine of Phthiſical 
People.

ginning in all Conſumptions, eſpecially if the 
Miſchief is from the Fault of the Stomach : Ca- 
tharticks are altogether to be avoided; all Sy- 
rups and ſugar'd things do more harm than good. 
Lindanus ſays, he cured one of his Dometticks 
labouring with an Atrophy, only with a Decoct. 
Rad. Helenii cum Paſſulis & Glycyrrhiz. adding a 
tenth Part of Spaniſh Wine; for this nouriſhes 
very much. Rob. Paſſularum 1s very much com- 
mended, 

ART. 504. There are three pathognomonick 
Signs of a hectick Fever. Firſt, a ſlight Heat 
ſcarce ſenſible to the Perſon himſelf, perceptible 
however ſome hours after every Meal. Secondly, 
There is a gradual Waſting and Extenuation of the 
Body. Thirdly, A quick, ſmall, frequent, weak, and 
ſometimes a hard Pulſe; the Face moſt com- 
monly is florid, with a Colour more or leſs red, 
and they are troubled with nocturnal Sweats; 
the Hairs alſo frequently fall off, attended with 
a Wearineſs of the whole Body, and frequent 
Fainting: They fleep badly in the Morning ; 
they complain of an inward Heat. A Hectick 
beginning is hard to be known, but eaſily cured; 
but when confirmed, the contrary. ln the State 
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of the Diſtemper the Urine hath an oily Scum 
upon the top of it like a Spider's Web. There 
is ſome hidden Virtue in Lead againſt a hectick 
Fever, and the internal Exulcerations and Corrup- 
tions of the Bowels. Antimonium Diaphoreticum, 
Antibeftic. Poterii, and a Decoction of the Woods, 
are commended above all others in an Acrimony 
of the Lympha; as alſo Sperm. Ceti. To cleanſe 
an Ulcer of the Lungs, and to diſcharge the 
adhering Sordes, Medicines made of Tobacco are 
the beſt; which, beſides the Virtue it hath of 
promoting Expectoration, hath alſo a vulnerary 
Virtue. The common Drink of Phthiſical 
Hectick Perſons is moſt commodiouſly impreg- 
nated with the Fumes of Sulphur, in imitation of 
Helmont. Nay, the Fumes of Sulphur along 
with other things, drawn in tkrough the Mouth, 
is a ſingular Experiment of a certain Iriſb Phy- 
ſician, who cured ſome deſperate Phthiſical Per. 
ſons, as the Honourable Mr. Boyle relates.

All Aſthma's are attended with 
a frequent, laborious and difficult Reſpiration, 
with an Anxiety about the Heart; very often 
a Cough, ſometimes frequent and troubleſome, 
fometimes none, ſometimes a Wheezing, ſome- 
times they are troubled with an Oribopnæa with- 
out Wheezing. An Aſthma is divided into a

In the Fit of a 
moiſt Afthma, the beſt Remedies of all are Eme- 
ticks ; nor is there any fear of Suffocation ; they 
relieve. the Difficulty of Breathing, or Dyſpnæa 
wonderfully ; alſo in a dry Aſthma, out of the 
Fit, Catharticks are given with advantage ; in 
the Fit they are by no means convenient : Bleed- 
ing is only of uſe in an Aſthma proceeding 
from the Fault of the Blood. Oprates are very 
beneficial in a dry Aſthma, in a humid one they 
are ſuſpected. In a moiſt Aſthma, eſpecially 
in old Men, Syr. Nicotian. is commended : Suc. 
Raphan. is a very powerful Expectorant: Gum. 
Ammoniac. is an excellent Medicine: Sperm. Ceti 
from Zſs. to 35. gives a great deal of Relief in 
the Fir. To conclude, Millepedes is a ſuper- 
excellent Medicine, in both ſorts of Aſthma's. 
In the Cure of the dry or convulſive Aſthma 
in general, Antiepilepticks, Antibyſtericks, and 
Opiates, Cinnabarina, Sal Succin, Caſtor. &c. are 
convenient.

It is very likely that Phyſicians 
are ſometimes at a loſs, confounding an Inflam- 
mation of the Heart with a Peripneumonia ; for 
it is reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that the Heart is 
affected with an Inflammation; otherwiſe it is 
ſcarce credible that Suppurations arid Ulcers 
ſhould be there, without a preceding Inflamma-

ART. 561. Wherefore, as often as the proper 
Subſtance of the Heart is affected with any præ- 


ternatural Diſorder, Phyſicians ought to be as 


ſolicitous, as in Diſtempers of the Liver or 
Brain; nor are the means to be neglected 
which uſually help the like Diſtempers of other 
Parts.

Barbadoes it is commonly called The dry Belly- 


ach. Amongſt all the Calamities that afflict 
Mankind, there is no one that torments them 
with fo much Severity as this Cholick. The 
Miſchief commonly begins in one Point of the 
Belly, and from thence ſpreads itſelf wider; yet 


ſo, that all the Bowels, even from the Pilorus 


to the Anus, ſeem to be drawn to that Place, 
with an exceſs of Torment, as to a common Cen- 
tre of Miſery. They feel all manner of Pains, 
Burning, Cutting, Gnawing, Pungent, c. Many 
ſuch ſort of Tortures afflict the Fatient, perhaps

ART. 658. The Method of curing this grie- 
vous Diſtemper, and of preventing the Pally, is 
chiefly to be begun with Purging, to take away 
the ſtubborn Coſtiveneſs of the Body. For this 
purpoſe gentle Purges in a liquid Form often re- 
peated are very convenient; the ſtronger uſuall 
occaſion Spaſms, and endanger the Iliack Paſſion. 
But in reſpect of the ſpaſmodick Affections of 
the Inteſtines, it will be adviſable in the firſt 
place to take an Anodyne Draught. Some think 
that Opiates haſten a Palſy, but they are much 
miſtaken : Taught by long Experience, I have 
given them plentifully, not only without Da- 
mage, but always with good Succeſs.

ſters, Fomentations and Baths made of the ſame; 
by a moiſt lenient Diet; by Reſt, avoiding a hot 
Bed, and lying upon the Back. If the Symp- 
toms of Pain or Convulſions are very violent, 
Opiates are good: But when there is too much 
Vomiting, the drinking of things warm ſoften- 
ed with Honey are proper. And by this Me- 
thod alone, that Nephritis which is occaſioned 
by a Stone in the Kidney, or Ulcers may ſafely 
be cured. 


ART. 711. If the Cauſes of a Nepbritis are 4. 


great, and the Inflammation cannot be reſolved 
nor cured, but continues beyond the ſeventh 
Day, an Ab/ceſs is to be feared; which that it 
is forming, we may know by the Remiſſion of 
the Heat, the change of it into Pulſation, a 
Horror often returning, a Heavineſs and Numb- 
neſs of the Part; that it is formed, we know, 
when theſe Symptoms are palt already, as alſo by 
the Pulſe, burning Heat, Tenſion of the Part, 
purulent Urine, fœtid, like ſalt Urine putrified.

Armen. drank 
every Morning very much contributes to cleanſe 
and heal the Ulcer; warm Milk freſh from the 
Cow often injected is a very good Anodyne ; in 
which if Gordon's Troches are diſſolved, all the 
Intentions both of eaſing the Pain and curing 
the Ulcer are anſwered.

Concerning the INSPECTION of URINES. 
From Reading and my own Obſervation. 


ART. 775. From the Analyſis of Urine it is 
apparent, that it is principally compounded of 
a Water, a Salt, and Earth; and accordingly, 
when the proportion of Salt predominates, or 1s 


greater with reſpect to the watery Part, the Urine 


is higher coloured or redder ; and the leſs Salt it 
contains, the paler it is: So likewiſe the more 
earthy parts it abounds with, the more it is ſa- 
turated with Contents, & contra. If therefore 
it has a very. great proportion both of Salt and 
Earth, the reſult of ſuch a Compoſition will be 
what we call a craſs or thick Urine; if it has but 
a ſmall Share of thoſe two Ingredients, it will be 
thin and wateriſh : And from hence ariſe the 
great diverſities F Urines, from whence the 
Phyſicians form their Judgments, viz. from the 
Conſiftence, the Colour, and the Contents. So that 
whatever can be ſaid of any Urine in particular, 
amounts only to this, namely, this Urine con- 
tains a geat deal of Salt and but little Earth; an- 
other ſort perhaps much Salt, and Earth both; 
and a third but little Salt, and little Earth, and 
a greater proportion of Water; and fo of the

tion thoſe that labour under the F/uor Abus or a 
Gonorrhea, in the breeding of the Small-Pox, 
make a whitiſh Water, as I have very often ob- 
ſerved. There is alſo a paler white Urine, of a 
ſort of milky and greyiſh Colour, made in Fe- 


vers as they are augmenting ;z. which demon-

ſtrates that there is a great plenty of putrid Mat- 
ter, and that Nature is hard ſet; and if the Urine 
continues for ſome time of ſuch a hue, it is a 
{ign of a long and crude Diſtemper. 

ArT. 777. A thin watery Urine occurs in 
ſeveral Diſtempers; ſuch is ſeen in diſorders of 
the Stomach, and denotes Cruditics and Indigeſ- 
tions; the like Urine alſo is made by thoſe, who 
labour under a Chlorofis, a Cachexy, or Hypochon- 
ariack and Hyſterick Aﬀeftions. Great quantities 
of this ſort of thin watery Urine is oftentimes 
the ſign of ſome great Diſoxders or Perturba- 
tions of the Mind, and frequently the forerunner 
of Hyſterick and Convulſive Diſorders : From 
whence one may conjecture, that thoſe Diſorders 
ariſe from the Urinous Salts retained in the Bo- 
dy, or at leaſt, that they are ſupported by 
them. Woe meet with a thin Urine likewiſe in 
a Diabetes, and in a Dropfy, ſometimes in the 
breeding of the Small-Pox, but oftener in the 
decline. In Nephritick Caſes, a little before the 
Paroxyſm, from and after the drinking of Mi- 

neral- 
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neral-Waters, and other thin, ſpirituous, and 
Diuretick Liquors, &c. Such Urine is a very 
ill Omen in Fevers ; the change of the Urine 
from a turbid and thick to a thin and watery, 
being the ſign of an approaching Phrenſy, by a 
Metaſthefis of the febrile Matter upon the Brain. 

ART. 778. A Straw-colour or Citron-coloured 2 
Urine moſt commonly denotes a natural an 
healthful State. And as to quantity, the Urine 
ought to be ſomewhat leſs in proportion to the 
Drinkables (perhaps about one third.) But it 
muſt be acknowledged, that very often there is 
a conſiderable variation from this Rule, ſome- 
times exceeding, and ſometimes falling ſhort of it. 

ART. 779. Yellow or Gold- coloured Urine L er 
may be divided into two ſorts, viz. Flame-co- 12 

loured, and Saſfron- coloured; the firſt is to be 8 
met with in Tertian Fevers, as alſo in the Small- 

Pox, and not unfrequently in People in Health: 

The Saffron- coloured is ſeen in thoſe, who labour 
under the Jaundice, in Scorbutick and Hy 
chondriack People, as alſo in thoſe who have 
taken Rhubarb, Saffron, Senna, Ge. 

ART. 780. Red Urine is a ſign of Fevers, yet Red. 
not ſtrictly and properly ſo, as not to occur in 
ſome other Diſtempers : For in the Scurvy,when 
it has been of a long ſtanding, the Urine is ſome- 
times as red as it is in an ardent Fever; in the 
Gout alſo it is oftentimes intenſely red. 

ART. 781. Green and Blackiſh Urine is com- 2 and 
monly the ſign of ſome virulent gr venomous 
Diſtemper. Sometimes thoſe that have a Quartan 
Fever make ſuch Water, as alſo Child-bed Wo- 
men, and (according to Galen) ſome who have 
an obſtruction of the Menſes: Likewiſe after void- 
ing a Stone, ſuch Water is made; in melancholy 
People a Purge given and not working, ſome-

times occaſions a black Urine ; Caſſia, and ſome 
other Drugs taken inwardly, blackens the Urine. 

AR r. 782. The Contents of the Urine with 
reſpect to their Situation in the Veſſel, wherein 
it is contained, are called by three different 
Names, viz. when at or towards the Top, it 
is termed a Nubecula; floating in the middle,

it for twenty-four Hours in a diſtracted Perſon, 
and dropping a very black Sediment. A fort 
of Cream or unctuous Matter is ſometimes ſeen 
to ſwim on the Urine of phthiſical Perſons, 
but more frequently in hypochondriack Caſes. 
Various Colours appearing on the Surface of 
Urine, reſembling a Peacock's Tail, is very 
often the ſign of the Scurvy. A kind of Fat- 
xeſs, and little Drops of Oil, very confpicuous 
in the Urine, 1s an appearance we find in thoſe, 
who labour under a Cauſus, or burning Fever, 
alſo in colliquative and hectick Fevers, and in 
Ulcers of the Kidneys, and other waſting Diſ- 
tempers. 

ART. 785 5. An Enzorema, or Cloud floating 
in the middle of the Urine, is pretty often to be 
met with; but it has no great matter of ſignifhi- 
cation that I know of, in particular, unleſs it 
be, that in Fevers it betokens the coming on of 
a more fayourable Concoction or Digeſtion.

ART. 787. There are alſo contained in Urine pra, e, 
ſome other things, which may be called pre- Cantat. 


ternatural, and as it were accidental to it; ſuch 
are Sand, Gravel, Stones, purulent Matter, 
branny Sediments, Blood, &c. Sand and Gravel 
happen to ſcorbutick People; Caruncles and 
branny Sediments in thoſe that are troubled with 
the Stone, and alſo ſuch Urine voided by thoſe 
that have Ulcers of the Kidneys or Bladder; 
furfuraceous Urine ſometimes alſo is voided by 
ſuch as are affected with cutaneous Diftempers, 
as the Itch, Scab, &c. Purulent Matter is 
brought away with the Urine, not only of thoſe, 
who have an Ulcer of the Kidneys, but of the 
Bladder or Urethra ; ſometimes alſo a Sanies 
from the genital Parts, as a corrupted Semen, 
or a Fluor albus, or from Ulcers of ſome of 
thoſe Parts in both Sexes, mixes with the Urine, 
and forms purulent Sediments; finally, purulent 
Sediments are found in the Urine of thoſe who 
are labouring under a, Peripneumony or an Em- 
pyema, which is ſometimes a Crifis of thoſe Diſ- 
empers.

vided it be not immoderate ; and there have 
been ſome Women, who have diſcharged their 
Catamenia by the urinary Paſſages, for many 
Years together, without the leaſt Damage; 
witneſs Hollerus, who ſupplies us with ſome 
Hiſtories of that kind. 

ART. 788. But after all that can be ſaid on 
the ſubject of Urines, we muſt ſubmit to the 
Truth of the proverbial ſaying, Urina eſt Me- 
retrix & Mendax, Urine is but a Seducer and 
a Lyar; yet nevertheleſs the Inſpection of Urine 
is not without its laudable uſe in the Practice 
of Phyſick, in conjunction with the Conſidera- 
tion of all the other Symptoms, that attend 
the Patient's Diſorder, with regard to the let- 
ting us into a more perfect Knowledge of the 
Diſtemper itſelf, and a better means of judging 
of the State of it, and conſequently directing 
the Cure with greater certainty. Wherefore it 
is the part of a judicious and faithful Phyſician, 
not raſhly or ſcornfully to overlook the Know- 
ledge he may procure from viewing the Urine, 
and the advantage that may from thence re- 
dound to his Patient: And on the other hand, 
he ſhould not exceed the Bounds of his Art, 
by pretending to predict ſuch things from it, 
as that Excrement gives us not the leaſt know- 
ledge of, and. thereby impoſe on the Credulity 
of the Ignorant.

Yet we muſt confeſs, that in ſome 
Caſes Emeticks and Catharticks do not remove 
the Diſtemper, but rather increaſe it; and when 
matters are ſo, the whole Cure depends alto- 
gether upon frengthning and corroborating the 
Blood and Bowels all the ways we can ; and to

The watery Humours being by 

theſe Methods diſcharged, we are to proceed to 

ſtrengibning Medicines ; to this purpoſe let the 


hydropick Perſon drink good generous Wines, 


and alſo take ftrengthning, ſtomachict, and bitter 
Medicines ; amongſt which Chalybeats are rec- 
koned the principal, and Garlick is very good. 
It is always to be remembered, that whilſt we 
endeavour to invigorate the Blood, that the 
whole ftreſs of the matter turns ſolely upon that 
Hinge, and that the Perſon 1s by no means to 


be purged during ſuch a procedure. When the 


Diſtemper is arrived at the higheſt Degree, *tis 
not to be removed by the Art of Phyſick.

The Methedef ART. 805. When a Dropſy is a primary Di/-

temper beginning of itſelf, it commonly owes 
its Origin to the Error of a vitiated Digeſtion in 


the firſt Paſſages; when it is a ſecondary Diſtem- 


per, it may proceed from various Cauſes, as 
from an Hemorrhage, or Intermitting Fever, 
Se. A Dropſy that ſucceeds chronick Diſtem- 
pers, and in Perſons that are much in Years, is 
ſeldom cured. Sweating in an Aſcites does more 
harm than goed; Evacuations by Stool and U- 
rine are more advantageous. In the beginning 
a Dropſy is cured as a Cachexy. Lindanus ſays 
right, that he that will cure a Dropſy, ought to 
purge ſeldom, but to'give ſuch Medicines as 
purge with certainty and with a great deal of 
Force, but not often; and betwixt thoſe Purges 
he ought to make uſe of proper Aperients, and

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ſuch Remedies as correct the faults that are in 
the Maſs of Blood, and in the reſt of the Hu- 
mours of the Body, occaſioned by Crudities, 
and reduce them to their natural State.

* To thoſe that labour under an inveterate Ca- 
* chexy (ſays Dolæus) and whoſe Viſcera are de- 
cayed, neither Catharticks nor 'Diaphoreticks 
are advantageous, nor any other kind of 
* Medicines accommodated for the diſcharge of 
Water; but they are only to be treated with 
* Corroboratives. Therefore in ſuch Caſes when 
* a Phyſician is ſent for too late, there is nothing 
* elſe to be done, but only after his having given 


* a prudent Prognoſtick of the great danger the 


“Patient is in, to make trial what Redreſs may 
* be had from Cordials intermixed with Chaly- 
„ beats. And if there be 2 taint of the Scurvy

Attenuants, Aperitives and Laxatives always ought 
to be premiſed, otherwiſe Diureticks are not ſafe, 
Purging Medicines are Cort. Sambuci, Ebuli, Rad. 


Irid. Reſin. Falap. Gum. gutt. but above all, Ela- 
terium, as Lindanus alſo affirms, and laſtly Colo- 


cyntbis; amongſt the Minerals, Pil. Lunares, 


Mercurials, &c. But betwixt theſe Purges, Sto- 
machicks are always to be interpoſed, amongſt 
which Ahntbium, Marrbubium, &c. are of great 
uſe. After that, recourſe again is to be had to Diu- 
reticks; Rad. Allii is much commended (but in 
ſome it occaſions an intolerable Pain of the 
Head) and Bacc.

If at any time in an Aſcites, the giving 
of a Cathartick, Water is plentifully diſcharged 


by Stool with the Patient's well bearing of it, 


and the Tumor of the Abdomen is relieved by 
it, you need not deſpair of the Cure; but if the 
Belly ſwells more, and grows as it does in a

A Dropſy in general is produced The Cau/e in 
by any Cauſe, which may, Firſt, ſo reſtrain the 8*#r/. 
ſerous Liquid, as to cauſe it to ſtagnate in the 
Veſſels; or, Secondly, break the Veſſels ſo as to 
extravaſate the Liquor amongſt the Membranes ; 
or, Thirdly, ſo obſtruct the Veſſels that bring 
back the refluent Humours from the Cavities, 
that they cannot exhale, nor be abſorbed again.

The Intentions ART. 810. In order to the Cure, Firſt, means 
of Care. muſt be uſed to procure a Fluidity of the Lym- 
| pha by cordial, frengthning and ſtimulating Me- 
dicines, which, if the Thirſt is not great, are 
to conſiſt of Aromatick, Saline and Oily Medicines 
that are warming, in different forms ; amongſt 
which, Vinum Medicatum and Infuſum noſtrum 
are eminent in their kind. But if the Diſtemper 
is of a hot kind, and Thirſt is exceſſive, refrige- 
rating Cordials, grateful Acids, and gentle Aroma- 
ticks ſeem neceſſary. (In this Caſe, Tartarus Vi- 
triolatus is very good, alſo the Spaw and Fun- 
bridge Waters, &c. along with Rheniſh-Wine.)

_ centeſis, (of which Operation, ſee the Place) by 
| ſome other diſcharges procured by Art, by Cau- 
fticks, Lancets, &c.

ART. 812. A certain Woman, that was Hy- 
dropical, abſtained from drinking of any ſort of 
Liquors whatever for a whole Month ; but to 
appeaſe her Thirſt, ſhe held ſometimes a bit of 
Toaſt dipped in a little Brandy upon her 
Tongue, which cauſed the Saliva to flow in her 
Mouth, and by this means ſhe got rid of her 
Diſtemper. 

ART. 813. A certain Apothecary of my ac- 
« quaintance, of a full and corpulent Habit, a 
very ingenious Man, and of good Repute, 
« fell into the Dropſy; his Legs were very 
much ſwelled, and his Belly began to ſwell 
* likewiſe. Upon reading the forgoing Section, 
* he took up a ſtrong Reſolution to abſtain 


from all forts of Drink for thirty Days toge- 


* ther; which Reſolution he fulfilled, and by 
<< that means was freed from that ſevere Diſ- 
% temper, After a few Years he relapſed into 
the ſame Diſtemper, and placing his confi- 
£ dence in the ſame Method of Cure, which he 
ce had found ſo ſucceſsful, was reſtored a ſecond 
<« time, and is now living in a pretty good ſtate 
* of Health. A parallel Hiſtory to this is that 
of Sir Samue! Ongh, a very wealthy Citizen 
* of London, who, when he was ſeventy Years 
* old, fell into a Dropſy which was moſt de- 
„ plorable, and pronounced incurable by the 
« Phyſicians he made uſe of. Being in this Con- 
dition he reſolved to abſtain from all manner 
* of Liquors whatever; he bore an intolerable 


< Thirkt 
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* Thirſt for many Months with a great deal 
“ of courage, and grew well; and lived fix or 
„ ſeven Years free from that Diſtemper, and 
died about the Year 1726. And here I can- 
„not forbear to relate an Experiment, (tho? 
* ſome perhaps will laugh at me for it,) which 
I believe is known but to very few as yet, of 
„ the Method of curing ſwelled Legs in Horſes 
«* by a Decurtation of their Drinking. This 
* Diſtemper is called by the Farriers the Greaſe : 
* Horſes troubled with this Diſtemper altogether 
« refuſe to lie down, which increaſes the Swel- 
ling, and renders them very often incurable. 
„The Method of Cure is in ſhort thus. He 
ce that attends the Cure of the Horſe, common- 
„ly gives him not above two Pints of Water to

Hydrops Ve- ART, 815, An Hydrops Veficalis, a Diſtemper 
hicals, of the Abdomen, is a kind of an Aſcites, in 


which 
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which the Belly indeed is diſtended with Water, 
but then the Water does not fluctuate in the Ca- 
vity of it; but is contained in a vaſt number of 
little Bladders or Hydatides of various Sizes 3 
which Hydatides are — elſe but Portions 
of lymphatick Veſſels detached from ſome of 
the Viſcera, where the Lympha hath chanced to 
have been obſtructed. The Form and Figure 
of theſe Hydatides ariſe from the Conſtruction 
of the Lymphaticks, which are furniſned with 
innumerable Valves, and the Spaces between 
thoſe Valves being filled with the ſtagnating 
Lympha, and diſtended more and more until 
they drop off, aſſume ſometimes a globular 
Form, or more often a kind of oblong ſphæroi- 
dal Figure: Theſe greatly increaſe in number, 
until they fill up the whole Cavity of the Ab- 
domen; and theſe Hydatides are ſo cleverly 
ſhut up to retain their Contents, that when the 
Body comes to be opened, very little extravaſated 
Lympha or Water is found in it. This Diſtem- 
per happens very frequently in Brutes, eſpecially 
uin Sheep, which is called the Bare or Rot, and 
in the Weſt of England, the Coath. There are 
Examples of it in human Bodies in Sennertus, 
Tulpius, and Bartholinus, &c. That in the French 
Collections de P Acad. des Scien. p. 215. Amo 
1722, is very curious. 
Ax r. 8 16. About the Year 1722. Mr. Richard A Hiſtory. 
Blinch, an eminent Apothecary in Biddiford, gave 
me an Account of a young Seaman that was un- 
der his care for a great Swelling of his Belly, . 
which was occaſioned, as he informed him, by 
his drinking a great quantity of cold Water, 
when he was in a burning Fever. Some means 
were made uſe of, Plaiſters were applied to the 
Abdomen and Cataplaſms, but he found very 
little Benefit. Ar length, Mr. Blinch eſpying a 
place

place on the left Side of the Navel a little more 
prominent than the reſt, as he thought, clapt on 
a Cauſtick, by which an Aperture was made, out 
of which a great many Hydatides were diſcharged,

vaſt number of leſſer ones, in all upwards of 
fourſcore ; the Man recovered, and grew in all 
reſpects perfectly well, and continued ſo for ſome 
Years, and, for ought I know, is ſtill living. 

In the Philoſophical Tranſactions, No. 370. is 
an Account of a certain Man labouring under 
this ſort of Dropſy, out of whoſe Abdomen, 
opened by Paracenteſis, a great number of theſe 
Hyadatides were diſcharged, about ſeven or eight 
thouſand of different figures and ſizes; together 
with theſe alſo a great quantity of a ſort of Jelly- 
like Matter was diſcharged, of a grey and yel- 
lowiſh Colour, a little thicker than the White 
of an Egg. See the Place.

Arr. 817. A Dropſy of the Peritonzum is a 
Collection of Water betwixt the Muſcles of the 
Abdomen and the Peritonzum, eſpecially be- 
twixt the Peritonzum and the Tendons of the 
tranſverſe Muſcles, upon which ſome Authors 
by miſtake, being ignorant of Anatomy, have 
falſely called this Diſtemper a Dropſy of the Du- 
plicature of the Peritonæum. The Tumor of the 
Abdomen in other places pretty equable, is /e/5 


prominent about the Navel, by reaſon of the ſtrict 


Adheſion of the Tendons of the Muſcles there 
to the Peritonæum; and this makes the proper 
Diagnoſtick of this Diſtemper. The Water or 
Lympha pent up in that place, and remaining 
there for ſome conſiderable time, corrupts the 
muſcular Fleſh, and in proceſs of time occaſions

ſis is as ancient as the Hiſtory of Phyſick; it is 
taken notice of by Hippocrates, and as accurate- 
ly deſcribed by Albucafis as in our Age. By mo- 
dern Experience we are taught, that the Water 


may be drawn out all at once with ſafety; which 


is confirmed by the Practice both in our own 
Hoſpitals, and at Paris. 

ART. 819. There is a remarkable Account in 
Cheſelden's Anatomy, p. 187, Sc. of one labour- 
ing under an Aſcites, who had the Operation of 
the Paracenteſis performed upon him nine and 
twenty times in one Year, and had above ſeventy 
Gallons of Water taken from him. The laſt 
three Weeks before he died, he was troubled 
with a Rheumatiſm, and frequently with a Bleed- 
ing at the Noſe, which ſeemed to be the imme- 
diate Reaſons or Cauſes of his Death ; his Body 
being opened, his Liver was notwithſtanding 
found very ſound. 

Arr. 820. The Operation of the Paracen- 
tefis is not to be undertaken in Bodies that are 
much emaciated, nor in Perſons that are in a 
very advanced Age, nor in thoſe that are tabid, 
nor. (except the Dropſy comes ſuddenly) in thoſe 
who have a difficulty of Breathing ; nor yet in 
thoſe, whoſe Viſcera are not ſuppoſed to be 

retty ſound. Concerning the Operation and

violent dry Cough ; which ſeldom if ever ap- 
2 - Pears in other Species of the Dropſy. Baglivius. 
FP, Arr. 822. A Dropſy (ſays Hippocrates in 
Coac.) which gives way to Phyſick, and returns 
again, is to be reckoned deſperate and incurable. 
A. Dropſy (as he likewiſe obſerves) which ariſes 
from acute Diſtempers, is of a bad kind, and is 
generally mortal. Hydropick People (he adds) 
may be cured, if their Viſcera are robuſt and 
ſound, if they digeſt and breathe well, and 
without Pain, and the extreme Parts are not 
waſted. Almoſt all hydropick Perſons die about 
the Full of the Moon.

'The Coats of the Inteſtines and the Air within 
are like two elaſtick Bodies, always forcing upon 
one another, As long as theſe two Powers are 
of equal Force, the Stomach and Inteſtines alter- 
nately contract themſelves, and dilate, their na- 
tural Dimenſions being preſerved; and they are 
capable rightly to perform their Offices, as long 
as that Equilibrium continues: But if the Syſtole 
or Contraction of the Sides of the Stomach and 
Inteſtines, overpower the elaſtick Force of the 
included Air; the inteſtinal Tube will be con- 
trated and narrowed more than uſual : On the 
contrary, if at any Time the elaſtick Force of 
the Fibres of the Inteſtines be any way dimi- 
niſhed, the Air within will dilate the Canal too 
much ; and the weaker the Elaſticity of the In- 
teſtines is, the greater will their Extenſion be: 
Mpicb is the Original of a Tympanites. This Diſ-

Elaſticity of the Stomach and Inteſtines is either

I confeſs, I could never 
obſerve any other but this laſt Species only in 
my Practice, or in dead Bodies that had been 
opened; and therefore I believe that the other 
Species do. very rarely occur. Thoſe troubled 
with this Diſtemper are languid, fad and pale, 
their Eyes are livid and ſtarting forwards, their 
Eye-lids dilated ; the Bones of the Skull grow 
thin and ſoft, and of irregular Figures, the Noſe 
deprefled, the Forehead very much jetting out, 
the bigneſs of the Head perfectly monſtrous, 
and of an inſupportable Weight; it pretty often 
burſts and breaks aſunder, and Death ſoon fol- 
lows after that. I have obſerved in dead Bodies 
opened, the Dura Mater adhering cloſer than 
ordinary to the Skull, the Formation of the 
Skull very much extended, and as it were broke 
every where; the Connexion of the Bones at the 
Sutures at a greater diſtance than uſual ; the 
Brain not in the leaſt corrupted ; the Ventricles 
of the Brain ſo very much diſtended, that the 
cortical and medullary Subſtance of it being 
thruſt outward, was ſcarce two Fingers breadth 
thick, and in a great many places quite divided 
by the Protruſion of the Water; the Waters 
penetrating through even to the Meninges, the 
Blood-Veſlels were lengthened and thicker than 
ordinary: In a great many the pituitary Gland 
ſcirrbous, which therefore may be reckoned a- 
mongſt the Cauſes of this Diſtemper. As for Pa- 
racenteſis, it is uſually deferred ſo long, that I 
have ſcarce ſeen ane ſaved by that Operation;

for when. there are theſe appearances, they afford 

great hopes of a Recovery. When the Cure is 
effected, to take away the yellow Colour of the 
Skin, Friction and Bathing are proper.

Blood or Urine of i&erical Perſons: The Jaun- 
dice alſo may be produced without an Obſtruc- 
tion of the Liver, as Syſvius teſtifies ; and Ob- 
ſtructions in the Liver do not always produce 
the Jaundice, as E:itmuller witneſſes.
